nies again the 
ent-ftate, The maritime powers, 
e faid, are all too deeply interefted in 
the fubmiffion of their own depen- 
dencies to countenance a combination 
that, if ‘it thould prove * fuccefsful, 
might encourage their own colonifts 
to revolt. He faid, the expediency of 
the prefent bill was {elf evident, and 
calculated to prevent as much as pof- 
fible the efuton of blood in this un- 
natural conte, The Americans them. 
felves, by their non-exportation and 
non-importation agreement, have ef- 
feQually put a op to their commerce 
with all the Britith dependencies, and 
they mak endeavour to remove this 
@agnation by opening a trade with o- 
ther nations, or they eannot fubfit. 
Is it not, ‘therefore, much more eli» 
ible to deprive them of this re(ource 
y feizing their thipping at fea, than 
by pouring in armies upon them by 
land, and bazarding a conqucft which 
every one knows cannot be obtained 
without the lois of many lives. He 
was furprized to hear Gentiémen con- 
tead for the claims of the American 
colon‘es, while thofe-colon'es denied 
their fubordination to the Bri-ith Le- 
giflatuse. He had, he faid, as tender 
a regard for the jut rights of dutiful 
fabjeéts as any Gentleman in that 
Houfe ; but while che Americans were 
in open'rebellion againi the parent- 
ftate, he thought no means too fevere 
tp reduce them. 
Mr, Dewa-g, ia the whole exteat of 


his seading, never met with fuch a 


' rebellion as that charged: againit the 


Americans. Who, fays he, are che 
rebzis? What are the principles they 
controvert? Who is King they 
would dethrone, or Who is the Prince 
they would fet up in his ftead'? If 
the oppofition to unconftitutional acts 
of Government were to be confrued 
into rebellion, by what same are our 
anceftors to be diftinguithed, whe ~ 
brought about the Revolution, and 
gored. the way for the preient Royal 
family to afcend the throne. Thenew | 
propofed bill, it is poffible, may be a 
good bill; it may be the bett to reftore 
peace, and reduce the Americans. te 
fubmiflion ; but who in this Houfe will 
anfwer for, its effegts? Who will. fay 
it is founded en knowledge or infor- 


“mation ?, The Americans have prayed 


for redrefe of grievances, The lane 
arg of this Houfe is, Subdue them 
rft, and then hear and confider their . 
complaints, If they dare to refit, Rarve 
them, deftroy their trade, feize thei¢ 
fhipping, wafte their Jands, block up 
their ports, and protfibit their fifheries 3 
let them have no means of fubGiftence 
either upon earth of fea. Will mtn 
inheriting the free {pirit of anceftors 
who relinquithed the fweets of civil 
fociety in their native country, when 
oppreffion and tyranny was predos 
minant, to breathe the pure air of 
freedom in a wildernefs, bear all this? ‘ 
Is it notin fo many words calling upor 
them, Ye Cowards of America, re 
linquith your claims to the rights of 
mankind, or. we will crufh you as a 
people}. Are thefe the words of a 


‘wife, a jut, a lenient Adminifration ? 


or Are they not, rather, the bioody 
declarations of an exafperated, unre- 
leating fa&tion, who, difappointed in 
their views of arbitrary power, are for 
pouring vengeance on thofé-who have 
the’foriitude to oppofe their meafures, 
And who. are they. that are to crufh 
thefe Cowards ?- <Not Englitimen.-

Earth ard feas are to be ranfacked 
for foreign meicenaries to cut the 
throats of natural born, loyal fubjeéts. 
Ireland, too, is to be ftripped of ber 
defence, to embrue her hands in this 
unnatural carnage. Repofing in fecu- 
rity.on the promifes of her generous 
roteGtor, fhe may now have Heffians 
yn exchange for her native troops, or 
fle may {pare Great Buitain the enor- 
mous fums of hiring and tran{porting 
them. She may have them, jf it is 
her choice, and they fhall cot ber no- 
thing, but none fhall be forced upon 
her without confent of Parliament. 
England faall have mercenaries with- 
out coniuiting Parliament; but Ire- 
land, happy Ireland! no longer tram- 
pled on and oppreffed, fhall now be 
free! 
Hon. Mr. F—:—k could fee the 


bill in no other light than that of a 


declaration of war ; a war, not of the 
ordinary kind, where conceffion on one 
fide, and acquiefcence on thé other, 
might induce a peace, but denounced 
bpon the principle of absolute ruin on 
one fide, '1f*not on both + in fhort, it 
feemed to him a war of revenge, and 
not of juflice. In fuch a war, it was 
no wonder, he faid, that our army 
thewed ‘fo little inclination to engage ; 
for, that 10,000 of the flower of the 
Britith troops, with a formidable train 
of artillery, commanded by four of the 
braveft generals the world could boaft, 
. thould be blocked up during a whole 
fummer by a body of peop'e who have 
beer defcribed in this Houle, ever fince 
their ames have been mentioned in 
it, a8 @ mere cowardly rabble, is no 
otherwife to be accounted for. 

Mr. F— prefaged no good from the 
bill propofed : if no terms are to be 
accepted, he faid, but unconditional 
fubm'fion, nothing could expofe the 
folly of Adviiniftration more than to 
expect iz. From the commencement 
of the prefent conteft, «very ttep has 
marked the minifterial meafures with 
weaknefs or ablurdiiy; with arrogance 
at one time, ‘and meannefs at another. 
At firtt fetring out, the cry was, Tax 
Amerita, and if the complains, tex 
her more. “When this would not go 
down, the tone was lowered: Ac- 
knowledge the right of taxation, and 


“we will forgo the exercife. This, tod, . 


was're}. ted, Tax yourfeives in a cer- 
tain poportion, and raife the revende 
as you pleafe. That, too, refufed, rhen 
comes, Acknowledge, ye Siaves, un- 
linvited obedience to the Britith Par- 


liament, or the indignation -of the-ftate 
fall be rouzed againft you, and the 
whole weight of Great-Britain fhall 
fall heavy upon you. Now the terrible 
day is arrived, the Britith Lion roars, 


and the forefts quake, Neighbouring 


nations wait with impatience. to fee the 
event, and Britons to be en:iched with 
the fpoils. Parturiunt montes, @ naf- 
citur ridiculus mus. - 

Mr. Th——= [A. G.] withed, if 
taking up arms againft the ftate is not 
rebellion, that his !cained friend would 
define what is. Our anceflors, he faid, 


' oppofed the encroachments ofone branch 


of che Legiflature upon the conftitus 
tional rights of the other two, The 
Americans rife in arms againft. the le. 
gal atts of the whole Legiflature, 
King, Lords, and Commons, in their 
full plenitude of uncontroulable au- 
thority, and fet at defiance the exe- 
cutive powers of the fiate as incapable 
of carrying thofe legal aéts into exe- 
cution, The diftinction, he believed, 
was obvious’; but what relation there 
was between the offer made ‘to Ireland, 
and the prefent bill, he owned himfelf 
too dull to comprehend. 

Mr. B— reprobated the bill as un- 
precedented in the annais of hiftory, 
It was a bill, in every light it could 
be viewed, diabolically coniti uéted; for 
it infli&ted punifhments for aéts held 
innocent at the. time they were come 
mitted, and legalized others that were 
notorious acts of atrocious robbery and 

lunder. Our Saviour, he faid, fene 
fis Apoftles to teach .and proclaim 
peace to all nations; but the political 
Apoftles to be fent out by this bill are 
to be the harbingers of civil war, in 
all its horrid and hideous forms, ac- 
companied by fire, fword, and famine. 

Right Hon. T. 7- affected to 
bewail the fituation of the oftenfible 
Minifter, who, he faid, was but the 
echo of the voice that fat next him. 

Mr. 7-———an relented the infinua- 
tion as pointed at him ; and fome fe- 
vere altercations enfued. 

Mr. R——y called to order, but 
forbore, he faid, to appeal to the Chair, 
as he knew how grievoufly the exercife 
of his authority on fuch occafions would 
affeé& the gentle temper of the Speaker. 

Lord F C—-—f and Gov. j——a, 
{poke againtt the bill with much fpirit. 

Hon, T— L—/ obleived, . that the 
noble Lord who. patronized the bill 
had at different times profeffed to have 
in view two very diftinét and contra- 
diory purposes ; the one to ss

he thé ether to continue the 
poy energy and profufion of 
blood. - If, he faid, his Lordthip will 
condefcend to repeal the three obnoxt- 
ous acts mentioned in the bill, aad-to 
fulpend all hoftile proceedings for a 
time, he will then probably lay the 
foundation’ of peace; but if he pro- 
ceeds to.a more diffufe and rigorous fe - 
verity, he will extinguith every ray 
of hope of a fincere or ‘effegtual con- 
ciliation.. Without any extraordinary 
talent of prophecy, I do venture to for- 
tel, notwithitanding what has been 
faid by an Hon. Gentleman (Mr. 
C—wall,) in the courfe of this de- 
bate, that, if the violent meafures av- 
thorized by this bill are proceeded in, 
you will involve every diftri& of the 
Britit dominions throughout the four 
quarters: of the world in the various 
calamities and horrors of your unna- 
tural civil war. The precipice you 
ftand upon is dreadful, and tt is now 
time your eyes thould be open to fee 
your danger. . By profecuting the war 
you will have this alarming alternative, 
By a defeat you will be umlone; and 
by conqueft you will fo weaken your 
ftrength, that foreign nations wiil hold 
you in contempt. He concluded with 
declaring againft the bill in the fulleft 
terms, ; 

Mr. B=y called upon the Gentle- 
men who were calling for the queftion 
‘to confider whether it was not madnefé 
in adminiftration to rifque the lofs of 
the whole American trade, and to put 
the nation to fo immenfe an expence of 
blood and treafure in order to eftablith 
an arbitrary and unjua right in Ame- 
tica of taxing them without their con- 
fent ; a right which the minifter has 
declared he never means to exercife. 

The Howfe, as if tired of hearing 
arguments againit the bill, were voci- 
ferous for the queltion, which paffed in 
the affirmative, rg5 to 24.

Lord. N—4 moved jor the order of 
the dav to go into a committee on the 
bill for prohibiting all trade and inter- 
courfe with Americ. 

Lord F~—ze oblferved, that the dif- 
parity of numbers in the Hounfe for 
wit, when compared to thofe inclined 
te peace was very great, but nothing 
like the inequality of the claufes for 
the fame purpofes'in the bill; for in 
that there were thirty five claufes that 
aimed at robbery and devaftation, and 


ee 
but one for conciliation ; another in- 
furmountable obje&tion to his Lord- 
fhip was, that difcretionary powers 
were to be entrulted, no body knew 
to whom; and that thofe powers were 
to be extended even beyond the powerg 
ufually granted'to the crown, of fuf- 
pending or rigoroufly enforcing the a& 
as thofe unknown commiffioners thould 
in their wifdoins think fit. His Lord- 
fhip on this account, moved, that as the 
bill in its prefeat form confitted of twa 
diftin& parts, it might be divided into 
two feparate'aéts, 

Mr. D—fi—r feconded the motion. 

Mr. R—e oppofed it, on the ground 
that the matter of the bill and its fub- 
ftantial operation would anfwer the 
ideas of the noble Lord as well in one 
bill as two. : 

Mr. D—f—r contended ftrongly 

for the motion; faid that nothing dif- 
treff2d him fo much as, when he ape 
proved of one part of a bill, to be ob- 
liged to give it up becaule another part 
of it ftruck him with horror, He 
thought too much power could not be 
thrown into the hands of the commif- 
fioners, becaufe great latltude was new 
ceffiry to crown the cominiffion with 
fuccefs; but he could by no meang 
give countenance to the ravage of prie 
vate property, and the ruin of innocent 
fubjects. 
-' Mr. B—y condemned the mode of 
bringing in the bill at atime when the 
Genilemen of independent fortunes in 
the country were not to be kept ia 
town. He was fure, he faid, that Gen- 
tlemen of that defcription could never 
be prevailed upon to give their fuffrages 
to a bill fo fraught with mifchief to 
them and their fellow -fubjeéts. 

Sir G——e Y— objeéted to the 
difpenfing power of the commiffioners, 
which, he faid, was the meaneft of all 
humiliating modes of negociation, 
to give @ power to others to make con- 
ceffions which they themfelves were 
afhamed to oifer. 

Lord N-— 4 ftrongly oppofed the 
divifion of the bill. He faid,. he was 
fare thofe who were for dividing it ° 
were againft it, and therefore it were 
better to {peak out, and oppofe it in 
the whole, than to dettroy its effect by 
mouldesing it into parts, 

Lord G—e C——/2 was for the mo- 
tion of dividing it, as incapable of doing 
harm, and as gratifying thofe who 
d.fliked only the hartheft claufes. 

Sic G. H—y ftrenuoufly oppofed the 
motion, and expatiated on the crimi- 
nality

nality of the Americans, who, he 
fzid, were not to be coniidered in the 
light of foreign enemies, but as cri- 
minals of the blackeft dye; as rebels, 
who to the enormisies of war added 
moral turpitude, and the bafeft ingra-: 
titude. He took. a, large compafs in 
defending every part of the bill, and 
fhewed the principles upon which it 
was founded to be agreeable to the 
praflice of nations on fimilar occafions, 
which did not, he faid, ftriétly confine 
the ftate to the formalities of war in 
the reduion of rebellious fubjeéts to 
obedience, but authorized the greateft 
feverities and even maffacres. He en- 
Jarged upon the lenity of the bill con- 
fidered in that light, and concluded 
with a high compliment to his Majef- 
ty’s goodnels infgracioufly condefcend- 
ing to beliow upon the captors the pro- 
duce of the prizes. 

Lord F¥—n C——/b added to the ap- 
plaufe due to his Majefty’s generofity 
in giving up the thare to which the 
crown is intitled of the fpoils of the 
enémy; and he made no doubt, he faid, 
but that the framers of the bill had 
been fufficiently exact in meafuring 
out the feveral proportions of the 
plunder to thofe who were to thare in 
the diftribution. Bat who, faid his 
Lordhhip, are to be the fufferers? From 
whom are the fpoils to be taken! Not 
from the guilty, (/uppofing for argu- 
ment-fake, a rebellion to exiftin Ame- 
rica,) not from the :ebels in arms, but 
from peaceable merchants ; .men who 
dread nothing {o much as war, and who 
abhor rebellion, Will the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, or any other Gentlemen in this 
Hovfe, venture to affert that all the 
Americans are in rebellion ? The fra- 
mers of the bill have repeatedly affert- 
ed the contrary, and have made it their 
boaft, that Government have numerous 
friends in every one of the provinces 
who wait only to be protected, in order 
to declare their fensiments, and difpiay 
their loysly. Thefe ae the men, who, 

eluming upon their innocence, will 
t molt likely to hazard their property 
at fea, And from thefe men, friends 
to government and the peace of man. 
kind, are the fpoils to be taken, that 
are thus to be diftributcd in equitable 
proportions among the captors. if 
this is the way the friends to govern- 
ment are to be rewarded for their zeal, 
who will have temper enough not to 
ovpole ? Or who, that has lott ius proe 
perty by plunder, will not join jn 
Making tepiizals. By the tenvur of 


» 
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this bill, after it has paffed into an aét, 
if it does pafs intoan-act, is therea man 
in America that will be fafe to trade? 
What then are we -about !: Debating 
whether we fhall give a fanétion to the 
military part of our people to rob and 
ruin the civil part 5 or whether all things 
fhall be left to chance, and the whole 
frame of government be thrown into 
diforder. By this bill, thofe whom we 
maintain for the defence of property 
on this fide the Atlantic, are to be 
employed in the ruin of property on 
the other ; and the defperate and daring 
on the other fide to be encouraged to 
make reprizals on the property of 
peaceable men in this. The Hon. 
Gentleman who fpoke laft feems only 
to have confidered the bill in ene point 
of view, the captures, the forfeitures, 
and confifcations, the tharing the prize 
money and the final emnation, 
but has totally overlooked the fufferers, 
He condemned the bill, as it ftood, 
and was for dividing it. 

Sir G—e S—e decried the bill in the 
general, He thought it big with ruin,

not to thot only who framed it, but - 


to the nation in general. He owned 
that dead majorities and thin Houfes 
were great encouragements for minifters 
to proceed; but when by defperate 
meafures and obftinate perfeverance, the 
pation is plunged in a general war, 
when our manufaéturers are unem- 
ployed, trade ftagnated, and the tide 
of popular clamour begins to run ftrong 


again thofe who have brought thefe 2 


judgments upon us, then will come 
the day of trial ; majorities: will then 
change fides, and thofe who by notori- 
ous venality, corruption, and a luk 
for lucrative places, have upheld a tor- 
tering miniftry, will then be the firf 
to give them up, He withed the noble 
Lo.d who fupported the bill would 
drop the warlike part, and prefs the 
pacific, as more agreeable to his own 

natnre, and the temper of the nation, 
Mr. Th rl-e entered into the ten- 
dency of trade in general, and chiefly 
of that trade which the Americans have 
of Jate carried on to their own particu- 
lar emolument, but to the great difad- 
vantage of this nation, and of the 
Brit th merchants who trade to that 
country. He explained she conditions 
on wich the Amecicans were permitted 
to trade with other nations in direét 
opp fition to the terms of the aé& of 
navigation. He faid, by that aét the 
pioduce of America was firlt te be 
lesded in Engiand before it could be 
carried 
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carried to’ foreign markets to be dif- 
poled of. ‘That upon their reprefenting 
the hardthip of this circumnavigation, 
which brought no profit to the parent- 
tate, permiffion was granted them to 
carry the produce of their country di- 
reétly to neutral ports, on condition 
‘that they fhould come to England and 
lay out the proceeds, or fuch part of it 
as they thould have occafion to lay out 
in goods, with the Britifh merchant or 
manufaéturer, But inttead of perform- 
ing that part of the condition, it has 
been their practice to lay out their hard 
dollars in bodies markets, where per- 
haps they can buy cheaper, and to 
come to England to trade on credit, 
perhaps for 12, 18, 20, or even 30 
months, and that for goods oa which 
there are fe'\dom more than 6 or 7 per 
cent. to be gained. In this manner 
thofe who are honcft enough to trade 
fairly, according to the ftipulated terms, 
have no chance of vending in America 
the goods bought here, as they cannot 
fell upon equal terms with thofe who 
buy fo much cheaper abroad. Hence 
it is, that the clandeftine dealer gains 
afortune,while the fair trader can fcarce 
live ; and hence it is, that the foreign 
, Merchant draws away all! the ready mo- 
‘ney, and the Britith merchant accumu. 
lates an immenfe debt.—And thefe, 
faid he, are the men for whom an Hon. 
gentleman, in the courfe of this debate, 
expreffed fo great a tendernefs. If this 
clandefline trad= is Ropt, which is the 
principal object of the bill, will any 
'gentleman take upon him to fay that 
the trade of Great-Britain will fuffer ? 
The trade of Great Brirain, on the 
contrary, will then be put upon an 
equal footing with that of other na- 
tions, and the Britifh merchant have a 
chance to get his remittances in a rea- 
fonable time. With segard to the 
temporary inconveniences which the 
fair trader may fuffer, they will be 
amply recompenfed by the regulations 
which will of courfe take place when 
the prefent conteft is finally decided ; 
which the quicker difpatch and the 
” greater havock that is made among the 
‘ people of the above defcription, the 
fooner wiil the worthy part of the 
community be enabled to profper. 

Mi. F x obferved, that the doétrine 
the learned gentleman had advanced 
was new in England; that it was the 
boaft of Englithmen, that they were 
to be tied before they could be pu- 
nfhed ; but fuch was the bloody com- 
pletion of this bill, and the avowed

principle of it, that whether: innocent: 
or guilty all were to fuffer. They were 
to be condemned without trial, and 
punithed without proof, 

Gov. L tt-it-m argued for the bill. 
He faid there was fcarce a fair trader 
throughout America, They were all 
concerned in a clandeftine trade with ' 
one power or other, 

Rt. Hon. 7. T—afo—d faid, that 
the arguments deduced from the me- 
thod of cairying on trade in America 
had very little relation to the bill un- 
der conlideration. That thofe who were 
concerned in ilhcit trade did it at a 
certain rifque; if they were difcovered, 
they were punifhed ; and fo it was in 
this and all other trading nations. 
Merchants, he believed, were not the 
moft fcrupulous men in the world in 
buying bargains. 

Hon. Mr. W-lp-le condemned the 
bill, and prediéted the commencement 
of ruin to this nation from the day it 
fhould receive the Royal Affent. 

Mr. B-rke faid the hour would come 
when the damnable doétrines this day 
advanced would fail heavy on thole 
who broached them. He hoped their 
ruin would precede the suin of their 
country. 

Mr. B—I/ y oppofed the bill chiefly 
as it would affeét the Britith iflands in 
the Welt Indies, in which he had a 
confiderable property. 

Mr. St, L—r Ds believed his pro- 
perty there was no lefs confiderable 
than that of the Hon. Gentleman who 
fpoke laft; but thought it better to 
fufter fome local inconveniences than 
that the dignity of the Britih empire 
fhould be facrificed to the interefi of 
its conftituent parts. 

Sir G. Y—ge was for adjourning the 
further confideration of the bill till the 
petition which was expected from the 
Welt. India merchants theuld be pre- 
fented, and moved, Fhat the Chairman 
do now leave the chair. The queftion 
being put, it pafled in the negative, 
126 10 34. 

Capt. L ttr-dl offered a claufe of ex- 
emption for (uch foreign thips as might 
be driven by ftrefs of weather on the 
American coaft, It pafied in the ne- 
gative, 

Mr. W-[p le and feveral other gen- 
tlemen oppofed the diftribution of prize- 
money among the captors, and recoim- 
mended the mode in 1755, when the 
profits were given to the public. 

Capt. £ ttr-il objeéted to this mode 
on the ground that the captors, who 
hazarded 
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hazarded their health and their tives in 
a-difagyeeable fervice, were better en- 
titled to the emoluments ariting from 


it than a fet of mimfterial tools, wno. 


could plead no merit to entitle them to 
any reward. He faid, he was furprized 
to hear gentlemen recur to the prece- 
dent of 55, when indeed the prizes 
were nominally appropriated to the 
public fervice, but were fubftantially 
devoured by a fet of gentlemen, friends 
to the miniltry, under the denomination 
of agents, commiffioners of prizes, at- 
torneys, proétors, &c. &c. who took 
pofieffion even of fhips of war as 
well as merchantmen, without making 
the leaft allowance to the men maimed 
in battle, or to the widows and orphans 
of thofe that were flain. He objedted 
to the bill in all its forms, but thought, 
if it muft pafs, it fhould at leaft be 
made as peifec&t as the principle of it 
would admit. The Committee ad- 
journed. 
Dee. 6. 

The Committee refumed the bufinefs 
of the preceding day. 

Mr. B-rke dif:ked that part of the 
bill that indemnified cfficers for of- 
fences paft, and gave a power to com- 
miffioners to pardon effences not yet 
committed, and refuiing at their plea- 
fure pardon to fuch as were willing to 
fubmit. 

Mr. F—de faid it was a power that 
on no account fhould be trufted with 
any fet cof men in a free government. 
I¢ fet men at hberty to exercife every 
enormity human nature is capable of 
committing, and that too with per fect 
impunity. 

Mr. B—y blamed the minifter for 
thus promoting a civil war, which could 
have no other obj-& but that cf filling 
the pockets of his friends and hungry 
dependants ; that the bill was unjuft, 
unmerciful, and oppreffive. 

Lord N—&b did not know what he 
had done to excite the Hon, Gentleman's 
refeniment, unlefs his difpleafure was 
called forth on refufing to vacate his 
feat laft feffion in order to enter again 
inte contelt with his antagonift, He 
funpofed ail his heavy charges were re- 
ducible to that one act. 

Capt. L-ttr Hf fupported the clau’e 
in which a power was given to indem- 
nify offi ers aéting under the direét‘on 
of their (uperiors, for as that had al- 
seady pafled. He offered feveral judi- 
cious amendments, not as approving 
the billy or meaning to give a fanQion

to it, but withing, if it mut pafs, to 
give it the appeerance at leaft of hav. 
ing been attentivelyconfidered. Thefe 
amendments were agreed to. 

Sir Gr-y C.-p-r im like manner of. 
fered a claufe in favour of the Weft. 
India planters. 

Mr. B—y obje&ed to this claufe as 
ineffectual, and intended to defeat the 
petition of the Weft-India merchants, 
which was expeéted every day. 

The claufe, however, was received, 
and the bill ordered to be reported next 
day.

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A Deferipiion of Cambridge inthe 16th Cenbary: 


Mr; URBAN, 

T Send you a curious account of the 

Univerfity of Cambridge in the 
76th century, by a member thereof, 
Wm. Soone, who fent it to George 
Braunius, the compiler of a concile 
defcription of the feveral cities of the 
known world, with plans. . Soone, or 
Zoone, A.M. 1561, afterwards, Llb.D. 
was appointed Kegius: Law Profcflur, 
by the Queen, during pleafuse, but 
foon forced to refign, being difcovered 
to be a papift.. He then went absodd, 
was made Profeffor of Civil Law at 
Lorrain. He was a noted writer, and 
publithed notes on Pomponius Mela, 
and died 1572. Carter's Hilt. of ihe 
Univerfity of Camb. p. 448. Bur the 
date of this Jetter fhews a miftake as 
to the time of his death. It contains 
fome. curious and new particu.ars, 
The plan of Cambridge, in Braun, 
deferves republication, being the fe- 
cond oldeft; and if a plate of 13 
inches by 16 be not too much for 
you to reduce, I will endeavour to 
procure you the ufe of it.——f[ See the 
Plan annexed.} 

-Braunius premifes, among other mat- 
ters, that “traces of H. 3d ditch, at 
Cambridge, now ferve to carry off the 
filth of the fireets into the river, and 
if the. towns people would bring the 
rivulet at the fod of Trumpington 
into this ditch, no town would be 
neater, and the deed would be as 
acceptable to the place as memorable 
to: potierity.”” This ditch ran round 
on the S. fide of the town, by the N, 
fide of Pembroke-hall, where there is 
now a ftream, and a body of water 
croffing the ftreet; and the rivulet 
above mentioned has been applied as 
here witht. —His letter to Braunius is 
as follows:

He has the roth part of all 
the freeholders eftates in his dominions, 
and all other (ubjeéts pay in proportioa 
out of their feveral pofleffions.

~ All public-houfes pay largely for 
licences to entertain guefts, and are 
pbliged, befides, to take their bread 
of the bakers who farm the privilege 
of felling it fromthe Printe. 

The fait gabelle is a gréat grievance, 
as every fubject is obliged to tike a 
certain proportion of falt, whither he 
ufes*it or not; and if any foreign falt 
is imported, it is confi‘cation and thé 
gallcys to thofe’‘concerned, if they be 
men, and perpetiial imprifonment, if 
they be women. 

” ‘New wearing-apparel is taxed, and 
piys at going out or coming into ‘the 

Every eftate, whether of land or 
houiles, that is bought, fold, or trans- 
ferred, pays a xsth part of its value 
to'the Prince. 

Orphans, of whatever fex or quality, 
pay 2 7th part of their patrimony to 
the Duke, which is a moit odious and 
pojud tax, 

"In no country in the world you 
meet with more outcries againft the 
prince, than in the Great Duke's do- 
minions, nor are there any- where more 
grievous impofitions. Every trade f: 
man is taxed fo much for his yearly 
rofit; and every merchant for the li- 
baer of commerce. ' 

All thefe taxes make the revenue 
yery confiderable, but, at the fame 
time, very oppreflive to the fubjeé : 
and this grinding of the poor is veiled 
with the ma‘k of fan&ity, and a li- 
beral contribution tq a crew of igno- 
rant, lazy monks, who are the vermin 


that eat aud confume more than the | 


military eflablifl:ment of the fate, and 

Il the great officers about the Court. 

’ The Grand Doke’s body-guards are 
nominally 100 effective men, including 
officers; but’ the company ‘is feldom 
compleat. Their pay is four c owns 
a-month with the beggarly mancia, 
which they impudently extort from all 
ftrangers tha: vilit the palace, or have 


eee ee ae. 
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are all Germans; and I am told, that 
it was an agreement between Charles 
the Vth and the Duke his (on-in-law, 
that his guards fhould ever be of the, 
German nation. 

_ He has alfo a troop of horfe, con- 
fiting of about 80 men; - their pay 
eight crowns a-month. 

Tae Great Duke has the Auftrian 
lio, and ig proud of it. He diverts 
himfelf in the month of Augutt and 
September in bird- catching. They 
have a bird: here, called Rigogheli, 
that is much valued for its delicate 
tate; it is about the bignefs of a 
ftarling, and of a beautitul colour, 
with a great mixture of yellow. A- 
nother they call. Bocafiga, of which 
they catch thoufands, and difperfe them 
in prefents to Rrangers of condition, 
and to the Great Duke’s moft fa- 
yourite fyubjeéts; not a few fall to 
the thare of the nuns. ‘ 

In O&tober the Great Duke goes 
generally to Ambrogiano, about 16 
miles from Florence, where he ftays 
about a month, the greateft part of 
which is {pent in devotion in a con- 
vent of Fryars which he has there 
founded, and largely endowed *. 

He has drank nothing but water for 
20 years paft, and eats very little and 
of one difh only. He was formeily 
a great eater, and drank freely, par- 
ticularly of cinnamon - water, which 
brought upon him an inflammation in 
his leg, that had nearly coft him his 
life. He was cured by the learned 
Redi, (of whom mention has already 
been made p. 109,) who forhad him 
the ufe of wing and. all fpirituous Ji- 
quors, which prohibition he has ftri@ly 
obferved ever fince, and has enjoyed 
perfect health. He keeps himfelf very 

well cloathed in the winter-feafon, and 

ules no fire in his apartments. 

He always eats alone, except at fuch 
times in the year when all the Court 
meet togeiher, as at-St. John’s, and 
on the birth days. His Table is far 
from being coftly. 

The Prince and Pringefs have dif- 
ferent Tables, 

The Great Duke is bigctted to his

has, however, made but few converts 
among us heretics; and thofe of the 
circumcifion, who have renounced their 
faith, have given fo many fcandalous 

roofs of their want of fincerity, as 
make him more wary at prefent, and 
Jefs inclinable to propagate among the 
ftubborn Jews. 

One Cacami, a’ Jew, was fuch an 
jlluftrious profelyte as to make all Italy 
talk of him. He had his apartments 
in the palace, and was fo blown up 
with pride, that at laft it turned his 
brain, and from a court he.was drag- 
ged to a mad-houfe, and there died 
miferably. 

All the gabelles are farmed to Jews, 
who are fevere tax gatherers. 

They have alfo the farm of brandy 
and fnuff all over the Duke’s country, 
and pay 400,000 feudi yearly for the 
exclufive privilege of felling them. 

' All the Princes of Italy, ecclefiaf- 
tical and civil, are great extortioners 
and oppreffors of their people. 

The Great Duke has a perfect in- 
formation of all that paffes within his 
ftate, and the very minute things do 
not efcape his knowledge. There is 
not any-thing given to his foldiers or 
fervants, fo much as for the prefents 
that are fent to firangers, but what he 
knows exaétly : yet, for all this know- 
ledge of what is done, there is no 
prince more impofed upon by little 
peopie about him than he is. S.T. D. 
Father Cofmo, a Scots recolleé& and 
fligitious hypocrite, and fuch mean- 





* He may be faid to have carried his 
devotion to the extreme; for being at 
Rome to follicit leave for his brother, 
the Cardinal, to quit his Cardinal’s cap,

fpirited {pies, are all acceptable at this 
court, and who telis moft is belt re- 
ceived. 

This country, which is fertile, and 
naturally abounding with every-thing 
that human life can require, becomes 
daily dearer and more exorbitant by 
the ‘oppreffions and feverity of the Go- 
vernment. 

The Senefi are great murmurers ae 
gaint the Government, and fubmit to 
the yoke mott unwiiliogly. 

None of the gentry frequent the 
Court, except fuch as have an imme- 
diate dependance upon it ; and their 
falaries are incredibly moderate, the 
greateft not exceeding 50 crowns a 
month: indeed, the figure they make 
is but very meam. Their fobriety is 
their great virtue ; for this enables 
them to live tolerably upon a fmall 
income, which in England would hardly 
keep a gentleman from ftarving. } 

The Great Duke is very polite, and 
gives audience to all gentlemen who 
defire it, and with a great deal of 
eafinefs ; which is much owing to his 
travelling and feeing the world. He 
remembers all the Englith nobility, 
and acknowledges the great civility he 
received from them with gratitude, 
He admires the country above all that 
he ever faw, and commends the haf- 
pitality of the grandees; but, above 
all, the majefty of the Prince, who 
entertained him with ail the fplendour 
and friendhhip which one fovereign 
could thew to another. He is, upon 
that account, particularly civil to all 
the Englith gentry ; and though he is 
not wanting in any-thing that is be- 
coming a prince to all perfons of qua- 
lity of what nation foever, yet the 
Englihi have always fome diftinguith- 
ing mark of his favour and familiarity. 

The Prince, his fon, and heir ap- 
p2rent to the foyereignty, is naturally 
ftiff, and not fo accellible as his father. 
He dines always alone, and none are 
admitted without being fent for, or 
who belong to the court. 

At the court of the Princefs none 
of the ladies of the country are per- 
mitted to appear, unlefs they are in- 
vited ; and many of good quality have 
not the antichamber allowed them.— 
Such are the affeéted diftin&tions that 
are made at this paltry court ! 

The Prince knows nothing of noble 
breeding, having never been any- 
where but at Venice in the carnival- 
time, when the greatelt rabble of the 

. ppiverfe 
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univerfe affembles. © He knows not 
what to fay when he is in any other 
company than his own favourites and 
Minions ; nor fcarce how to look, fo 
wean and homely a figute he makes 
wpon any public occalions, in giving 
sudience, or affenmng frate; and as 
he paffss along the ftreets, he ts. driven 
like a pageant, in a gilded calafh, with 
an air as ftiff, and as little emmation, 
ws the wood it is made of. He falutes 
no body of what quality foever, but 
‘gine and laughs with the valets, who 
peff him up with an opision as if he 
‘was not only the Great Prince of Tuf- 
‘eany, bat the greateft prince in the 
fursiverfe. 

The Meci-ean family have ever had 
the Genie Barone, and loved to have 
troops of buifoons and low people a- 
‘bout then. The lait Great Duke had 
pumbers, whom the prefent banithed 
from his court; but fill the family 
weakniefs is difcoverabie in endeavour- 
ing to throw imto ridicale thofé families 
who diiputed their power, 

The Cardinal, brother to the Duke, 
ard uncle to the young Prince, has a 
great mrany good quaiities becoming 
tis high rank. He ts very gencrous, 
and adored by the people. His magni- 
ficence and good-humour are qualities 
very dftinguifhng im him: he has 
others Rrongly untur'd with the fa- 
amily - weaknefs 3 incopftancy is one, 
and » peffion for ordinary fports and 
country mirth. He has about 80,000 
crawns yeaily imcome, and expends 
above 65,000 im falaries to his atten- 
daats avd fervants, which are about 
yoo perfoas in all. 

Don Gafion, the younger brother, 
is of another Aamp, more retired, and 
not fo much beloved by the family. 
He was Wis father’s favourite, and, I 
am told, has a greater gout for letters 
than either of his broihers. He is 
watier of the Englith larcuage, and 
@ great admirer of our books, which 
1m @ great meafore owing to Mag- 
Jiabechi, who never fails, upon al! oc- 
‘cafions, to give to our nation the ha- 
weur that is due to it for its number 
of jearned men. He is at prefent at 
‘Prague, and has an appenage from 
the Great Duke fuitable to his quatity, 
and the preat affeétion h's father bore 
for him, 

The Great Dachefs has about 30,000 
crowns a year allowed her, and ufually 
an addivion of an half more remitted 
fo her, to fe'pport her dignity. 

Fhe Eicckieis Palauce, the only 
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married daughter of the Great Duke, 
has abfo very confiderable remittances 
annualfy ; and the Great Prince, of 
whom mention has already been made, 
fperids wha: hr pleafes. , 

There has beed a talk of marrying 
the Cardinal, to preferve the family 
from being extioét, fince the Great 
Prince, ‘after 16 years marriage, has 
no profpré of iffue; nor has Don 
Gatton, who is martied in Germany ; 
nor the Ele@refs Palatine, théir fitter : 
but the Cardinal bas thewn no great 
inclination to rénownce the purple, 
and the vaft benefices he enjoys, for 
an anceériain profp:& of foeceeding to 
the fovereignty, which yet may never 
happen. 

There’ is a prophecy, that the fa- 
mily of Medicis thail not ourlah the 
fixth geneia:ion ; and the Fiorentines 
‘me in great hopes the acconmptifhment 
of it is at hand. This propheey is atti- 
buted to St. Francis de Paulino, who, 
they fay, foretold Alexander. the firft 
Duke's violent death: but it is not to 
be found in his works ; and is, pro- 
bably, antong the reveries of one Bran- 
dino, of Sienna, a famous teller of 
fortenes.

Suggeflions and Reafons for a new Rem ; 
gulation and cunfiderable Improve- 
yeent in the Coinage of Gold, Silver, 
and Copper. . 

THE great reform required in the 

gold coinage is, that the feveral | 
pieces (hould. be ealy to count, dittin- > 
guith, compechend, and as few as 
pofhible in number., To be ready to 
count, the pieces fhould be fuch as to 
make up large fums without fraétional 

parts. The book-accounts of debtor . 

and creditor m England are kept by . 

20%. for one pound; therefore, the 

gold. goin fhould be the fame, and not 

2es. The guineas being current at 
20s. the leffer pieces, or aliquot parts, - 
fhould be without parts of lefe value 
than a fhilling. ‘Three- pences, fix- 
peaces, and nine_pences, caule great 
confufion to many; and even the mot 
intelligent make fome mittakes by mif- 
counting the different fraétions of the 
feyeral aliquot par's now current. 

The ftandard. coinage gold of Eng- 
land is eleven ounces of pure gold, 
and one ounce of alloy, troy weight; 
and this pound. troy of ftandard-gold 
is.coined into forty-four guineas and 
an'half, each guinea weighing five 
drachms nine grains, which at 3t. 178. » 
ro4d. per ounce, is worth near 22s. 
but, at 4J.;the ounce, the guinea >is 
worth rl. as. 6d..though it goes but 
for 218. 

But a pound troy of ftandard-gold 
ought to be coined into forty eight 
pounds or guineas, each weighing five 
penny weights, which, at $l. 17s. rodé, 
an ounce, is worth 193. 6di-nearly; 
but, at ql. an ounce, is worth 20s. ° 
for whicn it. aught to be current. — 
This will! prevent the melting it down, 
on carcying wt out of the kingdam, 
And, to avoid toa fmall or too) many 
pieces of currency, gold-coin ought.

orwhatthe Legiflature may think pros : 
per, 
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per, of five pennyweights, it might be 
called in by Governmen:, without-any 
difturbance to the circulation of the 
general currency ; and the fame to be 
dove with the leffer pieces ; by which 
means our coinage will aiways be in 
good order. 

The ftandard for filver is, eleven 
Ounces two pennyweights of fine fil- 
ver, and eig'iteen pennyweights of al- 
Joy. ‘This pound troy is coined into 
62 hhillings, each weighing nearly 
3 pennyweights 21 grains; but if the 
ftandard, as in gold, was 11 ounces 
of pure filver, and 1 of alloy, alfo the 
pound troy coined into 64 fhillings, 
each weighing 3 pennyweights 18 
grains, and the other pieces in pro- 
portion, they wou-d not be worth 
melting down, or carrying out of the 
kingdom, and yet the ttandard filver 
would be as good as the ftandard filver 
of moft other nations. The crowns 
fhould be lefs and only 4s. the half- 
ciowns alfo lefs, and oniy 28.5. the 
fhillings and fix-pences may be as 
ufual, 

The ftandard for copper is fuch, 
that one pound averdupois of fine cop. 
per is coined into 46 halfpence, or 23 
pence; fo that every halfpenny thouid 
weigh 152 grains, or 6 pennyweights 
8 grains: but I have weighed many 
new. fiom the Tower, and found them 
to weigh from 5 pennyweights 12 grains 
to 6 penny weights 10 grains ;—io little 
care is taken in coining them. It is 
commonly faid, that three half-pence 
weigh an ounce averdupois; but then 
they fhould weigh but. 146 grains, or 
6 pennyweights 2 grains each. The 
prefent halfpence being fo very clum- 
fy, it would be neceffary that a pound 
troy weight of pure copper fhould be 
coined into 48 halfpence.; then they 
will weigh 5 pennyweights each, the 
weight of a gold pound, or 208. which 
will be a convenient fize, and fuffi- 
ciently heavy. They ought to be made 
as exact in weight as the gold and 
filver coin, milled round the edges, 
being as neceflary for change as gold 
or filver for large payments, 

The weights of all our prefent mo- 
ney feem as if made by chance, with- 
out any thought or regularity. 

If any metal coula be found that 
is harder than the alloy now ufed, it 
would be of great ufe to prevent its 
wearing fo fait; and if the like could 
be found to mix with the copper, to 
make it’ more hard or valuable, that 
its intrinfic value might be equal to 


~ currency, it would be of great uti- 
ity. 

The coinage of gold, filver, or cop- 
per, ought to be included in one aét ; 
the pains and: penalties thould be the 
fame for coining the. gold, filver, or 
copper, at any other piace than. the 
Tower. The praétice of the prefent 
time fhews the necefflity of fuch an a&, 
It ought alfo to be. enaéted, that no 
foreign coin fhould pafs in any pay- 
ment, under large penalties. T. 

P. S. The copper-coin thould con- 
fit in pieces of two-pence, one penny, 
half. penny, and farthing; or, rather, 
in pieces of three-pence, two - peuce, 
one penny, and farthing.

before I can perfuade him that there 
was any cathedral que non babet po- 
pulum, as the word in Lyndwood 
is equally applicable to both,”—— 
Upon this fact, with an exception, 
that fhall be prefently mentioned, 
I think I may venture to j,in iffue 
with my opponent ; and after I have 
ftated my proof, and fubjoined a 
remark relative to it, let a jury of your 
antiquarian readers be pannelled to try 
the matter in queftion between us, and 
a true verdict to give according to the 
evidence, 

Mr. Johnfon, in the Clergyman’s 
Vade Mccum, as quoted by Dr. Burn 
in his Ecclefiaftical Law, under the 

‘article Sine Cure, obferves, ‘ that, if a 
church be down, or the parith become 
dettitute of parifhioners, without which 
divine offices cannot be performed, the 
incumbent is of neceflity acquitted from 
all public duty ; but ftill he is under 
an obligation of doing this duty, when- 
ever there fhall be a competent num- 
ber of inhabitants, and the church be 
rebuilt."—An obvious inference from 
the foregoing tran{cript is, that, in the 
opinion of the reverend author, a pa- 
rochial church, qua nox babet popu- 
lum, might be difcovered in this coun- 
try. Academicus, however, challenges 
me to pointout any fuch parith church. 
Tne meaning of an old ecclefiaftical 
conttiturion being the fubjeét in dif. 
pute, I have aright to expeét he thould 
be fatisfied with antient inftances of 
this fort; and in Kent I can furnith 
him with two, which are as many as 
there were monaftic cathedrals in that 
county ; one of them about the mid- 
die of the fifteenth, the other not quite 
fo early in the fixteenth cen:ury.— Phe 
Jatter was the rectory of Stonar, near 
Sandwich. Archbifhop Parker vifiied 
this parifh in 1569, and, ‘according to 
the following entry in his Grace's aéts 
of vifitation, found in it neither houfes 
nor inhabitants : 

** Stonard re¢toria ex patronatu Henrici 
* crifpe militis. 

“ Reétoria vacat’ per mortem ultimi rec- 
** toris ibidem. . 

* Sunt in dita parochia wrowwrg | auili.® 

communicantes 
(See Hiffory and Antiquities of 
Rochetter, &c. p. 330.) 

As the cuftomary words “ ecclefia 
deftrugta” do not occur in this entry, I 
apprchend myfelf to be authorized to 
fuggeft, that the church of Stonar was 
then remaining. But in the other 
mt vce I have to produce there will

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be no occafion for relying on. prefump- 
tive evidence. Proof pofitive fhall be 
tendered, that there really was a paro- 
chial church, and not a fingle inha- 
bitant. 

The parith to which Y refer him is 
the rectory of Meriton, fituated nearly 
midway between’ Gravefend and Ro- 
chefter, and about half a mile to the 
horth of the turnpike road.—From 
a deed now extant in the confiftory 
office of the diocefe of Rochefter, and 
printed in the Regiftram Roffenie by 
Mr. Thorpe, p. 498, it appears, that 
B fhop Lowe declared Merfton to be a 
fine cure parith, there being in it no 
inhabitant, nor a likelihood of there 
being any in future. The reétor was 
for that reafon difcharged fiom refi- 
dence, till there fhould be a conflux of 
people to abide in that place. He was, 
however, enjoined to take care that 
mafs fhould be faid, and other divine 
offices performed, in the church, yearly 
on the feftival of St. Gyles, the faint 
to whom the church was dedicated : 
and the B.thop further ordered the fad 
church to be in the mean time kept ja 
more decent repair. This inftrument 
bears date the 26th of November, 14.545 
but it exprefsly mentions there having 
been. no houle in the patith for many 
years patt. op 

According to the 81ft canon, many 
places had, in 1603, negleéted to obferve 
the .form-r coattitutton refpecting the 
fixing cf ftone fonts in, the ‘churches 
and chapels where baptifm was to be 
adminiftered. As Merfton was ever a 
very fmall pari, that the church of it 
might be without fuch a font is no im- 
probable furmife ; and Somner affures 
us he never could trace there having 
been one in Canterbury Cathedral, be - 
fore the noble font given by Bifhop 
Wainer. Whilft then Lyndwood pre- 
fided in the court of the Arches, had 
fome officious informers initituted be- 
fore him fuits againft both the occu- 
piers of land in Merton, and the 
Monks of Chrift Church, for ‘their 
non-compliance with the conftitution 
of Archbifhop Edmund, what can we 
reafonably imagine would have been the 
refult of thele prefentments? It is to 
be prefumed that the decrees of this e~ 
minent civilian would have correfponded 
with his o vn interpretation of the word 
Baptifmali; and that he would there~ 
fore have declined fubje&ing the par- 
ties accufed to the expence of setting 
up tone fonts where they cou'd be of ng 
ule. I mult confefs myfelf to be firmiy 
perfuaded he would have difmifled tha 
two libels as futile and vexatious ; —~ 
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yiz. the complaint againk Merfton, 
becaule it was a depopulated parith, 
anc likely fo to comtinue,—and that 
againt the members of Canterbury 
Cathedral, hecaufe thefe Bened éines 
had vowed their precingts fhould not 
be peopled with any little folk, who 
could from the place of their birth 
have a canonica! claim to be baptized in 
Chrift Church.

Mr. Urnsan, 
ON fome of the new creations of 
Pers, give me leave to make a 
few remarks, firft obferving that this 
farge addition to the peerage {already 
too nwmerous) of twelve at once, that, 
} think, including Lord Cliffurd, being 
the exaét number, reminds one of the 
fame number created at once in Queen 
Ainne’s reign, which occafioned a witty 
Lord to afk, on their firft entering the 
Houfe, “¢ whether their foreman was to 
fpeak for them?’* Then, indeed, a 
point was to be carried: that is not 
the cafe now, as on every queftion the 
majority is at leaft three to one. 

t. It is obfervabie, that two more 
Scotch peers are now added to the 
Engtith peerage; and to the eight $ 
who before had (hereditary) feats in 
that Houfe: and though one of the 
articles of the Union has exprefsly pro- 
vided againft any Scotch Peer being 
treated an Engliflr one, yet by this 
hew mode of granting peerages to 
their wives or fons, it is probable, 
that in a few years (confidering alfo 
the extinétions by death) there wilt 
not be a fufficient number left to fup- 
ply the fixteen elected. But as the 
Duke of Hamilton is already an Eng- 
Jith Peer (being created Duke of Bran- 
don in 31711), and has never relin- 
quifhed his claim to a feat as, fuch, 
though the Houfe determined it againft 
him, I fhousd be glad to know how 
he can ever take his feat as a Baron 
confittently with this claim, and whe- 
ther there is any precedent of a Peer 
condefcending to fit by a new crea-' 
tion and an inferior title. The fame 
seafon which has always prevented 
the Duke of Brandon from fubmitting 
to fit as an elected Peer, would have 
prevented hitc,one would have thought, 
from accepting an Englifh barony.— 
But I. forget; the prefent Duke is a

minor, and his friends have determined 
for him. His Graee, his mother, and 
his father-in-law, have now diftin& 
peerages both in Eagland and Scotland. 

2. Thowgh Lord Polwarth would 
not, by defcent, have inherited an Eng- 
hhh peerage, yet his children of either 
fex, if be has any, will fueceed to the 
birony of Lucas; a barony in fee, 
vefted in the Marchionefs Grey, Lady 
Bell Polwarth’s mother. 

3. It is remarkable, that two other 
Peers now created would in time have 
fucceeded to peerages, if they had 
waited till the deaths of the prefent 
pot: ffors, Mr. George Onflow (now 
Lord Cranley) being next heir to the 
barony of Onflow, and Lord Mount 
Stuart (now Lord Cardiff) to the ba- 
rony of Mount Stuart, conferred on his 
mcther, and her heirs male, in 176s. 

4. The late Sir John Cuft, father of 
Sir Brownlow, having long had a place 
in the late Prince of Wales's houfhold 
(Treafurer, I think), had often been 
promifed a peerage, though he died a 
commoner. Some difference in poli- 
tical opinions with the Earl of B. oc- 
cafioned, it is faid, this difappoint- 
ment: and it is worth rememb: ring, 
that the Minifler difplayed at once his 
power and his pique by conferring 
thofe very titles, of which, from rea- 
fons of fituation or affinity, Sir John 
Cait would naturally have chofen one, 
on perfons of whom two were not at 
all, and tHe third was much lefs, con- 
nected with the places from which they 
were taken. To the title of Tyrconnel 
Sir John Cuft had fome claim, being 
nephew of the former Lord; that, 
therefore, in 1761, was conferred on 
Lord Carpenter. The barony of Boftox 
would have been agreeable to him, 
great part of his eftate being near that 
town; that, therefore, in the fame 
year, was given to Sir William Irby. 
Or the borough near which was his 
feat, and which he reprefented in Par- 
liament, would have fuited him as 
well; fo Sir Thomas Robinfon was 
created Lord Grantham. Sir Brown- 
fow’s family-feat and Chrittian name 
being luckily not pre-occupied, he, it 
feems, has taken his title from them. 

4. Mr.Ryder, now Lord Harrowby, 
the late Chief Juftice’s fon, was very 
near the peerage fome years ago, as, 
if Sir Dudley had lived but a few days 
longer, his patent for the fame title 
would have paffed the great feal. Si- 
milar was the cafe of the late Lord- 
chancellor Yorke,

Ceremonial of introducing and featieg 
the new Peers in the Roufe. 

T HE fermalities obferved were, a 
proceffion to the bar of the Houfe, 


ia the following order; The Genjlge 
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man-Ufher of the Black Rod, Garter 
King at Arms carrying the patent of 
creation of Alexander Hume Campbell, 
Efq; to be a Peer of Great. Britain, 
by the title of Baron Hume of Bere 
wick, His Grace the Duke of Aa- 
cafter, Lord Chamberlain, with his 
ftaff of office, and rebed ; Lord Scarfe 
dale, Deputy Earl Marfhal of Eng- 
Jand, with his Marfhal’s baron. and 
in his robes. “I'wo Barons in their 
robes, fu porting the new-created Bar 
ron Hume, aifo robed. Having made 
three feverences at the bar, the pro- 
ceflion went up the right fide of the 
Houle to the Chancellor, when Garter 
King at Arms gave the patent to Ba» 
roa Hume, who prefented it kneeling 
to the Chancellor, by whom it was de» 
livered to one of the clerks of Parlia- 
ment.—The patent was then read by 
him with -an audible voice, and the 
writ of fummons to Pa:liament ; after 
which the new.made Peer took and 
fubicribed the wfusl oaths.—Another 
proceffion was then made in the fame 
order to the lower part of the Houfe, 
when Lord Hume feated himfelf, co- 
vered, between the two Barons, hig 
fupporters, and ring again almof in- 
tantly, he was conducted by the above- 
mentioned attendants up the lefc fide 
of the Houle, and three reverences to 
the Chancellor being made by each of 
the Lords, and by the officers as they 
paffed the table, Lord Hume advanced 
to the Chancellor, who gave him his 
right hand, and welcomed him to that 
Houfe.— Thus ended the ceremony, 
which was repeated in the fame man- 
ner nine times on the introduction of 
each new Peer, 


Tranflation of a Letter from M. de 
Voltaire to the King of Pruilia, dated 
March 30, 1776. 

SIRE, 

I F your Camarade*, the Emperor of 
China, Kien-Long, be dead, as it 

is reported, [ am extremely forry. 

Your Maje&y can tell how much 
I love and revere kings who make 
verfes. I know one who has certainly 
made better than Kien-Long, and to 
whom EF thal! continue attached uatil [ 
go to pay my court below to the late 
Emperor of China. 

We have in France a young King, 
who, indeed, does not make verfes, 
but who makes excellent profe. He has 
Jately given feven fine pieces, a!l in fa-

; vous 
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vour of the people. The preambles of 
thefe ediéts are matter pieces of e'o- 
quence, for they are matter pieces of 
reafon and benevolence. The Parlia- 
inent of Paris returned fome {pecious 
remonttrances, It was a trial of fkil. 
lf a prize had been to be given tu 
the beft compofition, the connoiffeurs 
wotild without hefitation have adjudged 
it to the King. : 

This right of regiftering and remon- 
firating, of which you know nothing 
in your kingdom, is founded on an 
ancient precedent of a Piovolt of Paris, 
in the time of St. Louis, and of your 
Conrard Hohenzollern the Second, 
which Proyott thought proper to keep 
a regifler of all the royal ordinances, 
in which he was imitated by an officer 
of the Parliament of Paris, John Mont- 
lue, in 1313. 

Kings found this invention very 
wfeful. Philip de Vaivis had the regal 
rights regiftered in Parliament. Charles 
the Fifth took the fame precaution in 
. regard to the famous ediét for fixing 
the majcrity of the King at 14 years. 
Treaties of peace were ofien regiltered. 
But we hear of no remonitrances in 
thofe times. 

The firt remonfrances were on the 
finances, under Francis the Fift, re- 
fpecting a maffy filver railing which 
furrounded the tomb of St. Martin. 
The Saint having no need of the rail- 
ing, and Francis I. having great need 
of money, he made free with the rail- 
ing, for which the canons of Tours, 
who yielded it up to him, were to be 
recompenced out of the lands of the 
Crown. The Parliament reprefented 
to the King the iregularity of this 
proceeding. 

See here the origin of all the remon- 
ftrances which have fince iv much em- 
barraffed our Kings, and which ia the 
end produced the war of the Fronde, 
in the minority of Louis XIV. * 

We have nio Fronde to fear under 
Louis XVI. and {till lefs have we to 
fear froin the ridiculous terrors of Je- 
fuits, Janienilts, and Convulfioniits. 
Jt is true, our debts ave as immentie as 
thole of the Englifh, but we enjoy ail 
the bleffings of peace, good goveim- 
ament, and. hope. 

Your Majelly very juttly obferves 
that the English are not fo happy as 
we aie; they are tired of thew felj- 
city. , do not believe that my dear 
Quakers will fight themfelves, but they 
“will pay others to fight for them.

GEORGE Stubbs, Reétor of Gun- 
ville, in Dorlethhire, a worthy, ho- 
neft, intelligent writer, though little 
known as fuch, wrole many of the beft 
papers in the Free Thinker, 1718, (in 
conjunction with Ambrofe Philips and 
others,) a New Adventure of Telema- 
chus, printed in the London ‘Journal of 
1723 or 4, fin-e printed feparately by 
Wi'kins, in 8vo. a beautiful piece, 
foundéd upon principles of liberty and 
true govern:nent, and the reverfe of 
the Archbifhop of Cambray’s on that 
fubje&, which, however paliiated, are 
upon a wrong foundation, Three or 
tour letters in the London Journal, 
by Bithop Hoadly, at that time, figned 
Britanaicus, arguing againft popery, 
(which obliged even that great and 
good man to make an entire fubmif- 
fion, without exception, to the Pope, 
againtt the tenor of all his works) 
evidently laid the foundation on which 
G. Stubbs built this New Adventure. 
He alfa wrote A Dialogue on Beauty, 
in the manner of Socrates, between 
Socrates and Afpafia. This he made 
the elegant foundation of a copy of 
verfes on the late Dr. John Hoadly’s 
mariiage, 1735 6, incloling to him, 
with aleiter, 4/pafa to Florimel, refer- 
ring all along to that diatogue. There 
are fome other copies of verfes by bim, 
ftill in manulcript, though well worth 
prelerving, viz. The Athenian Statue, 
an allegorical poem, doing jultice both 
to Bifhop Ruadle (whole virtues ine 
knew how to commend, as well as to 
Jaugh at his foibles), and to the eccle- 
fiattical prudety and flander of Bithop 
Cibloa aud Vena ; Fickle Friendpip, 
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on Dr. Rundle; and Verfes on Mifs . 
Wenman’s Singing, the author having 
dreamed of her. Though the critics, 
perhaps, may think all thefe too florid, 
yet they are very beautiful, and would 
better pleafe the many. He printed alfo 
two {mall volumes (if not more) of 
Mad. Sevigné's Letters, the fir ever 
known in Englith, and thought to pre- 
ferve the good. humour of the originals 
berter than any of his fucceffors. He 
was intimately conneéted with Mr, De- 
puty Witkins*, the Whig printer ia 
Little- Britain, by marrying his fitter 
tor his firft wife, who, by the way, 
was taken in by the French propheis. 
G. Stubbs married a fecond wife at 
Salifbury, daughter of Mr. Alderman 
King, who after his death married 
M:. Hinxman, Reor of Houghton, 
near Stockbridge, Mr. Stubbs was 
a filent, referved man, as feeming con- 
fcious of a want of addrefs, though 
at the fame time of fupcerior abilities 
and genius, 

If thefe hints fhould be the means 
of colieAing his works, or of re(cuing 
any more of them from oblivion, my 
end in communicating them will be 
anfwered. One of the pieces abovee 
mentioned fhall be added.

With the fame view accept the fol- 

lowing Anecdotes of 
The Rev. JouN STRAIGHT, 

Redor of Findon, in Suffex, to which 
he was prefented by Magdalen-college, 
Oxford, being Fellow of that fociety. 
He was author of the following poems 
in Dodfley’s Colleétion, vol. v. p. 2445 
&c. ** To Mr. Jfohn] H[oadly], at 
the Temple, occafioned by a Tranfla- 
tion of an Epiftle of Horace, 1730. 
Anfwer to fume Verfes from Mr. J. H. 
3731. Cupid and Chloe, The Poet to 
his falfe Miftrefs, &c.” Thefe pieces 
are excellent, and much in the manner 
of Prior, Mr. Straight was ever ina 
ftate of perfecution, as it were, for his 
extraordinary parts and eccentric good 
fenfe; by which entirely he got nd of 
iis good enthufiaftic father’s preju- 
dices (in which he was educated) in 
favour of the French prophets (above- 
mentioned), by whom he was eaten 
up and bet:ayed, 

Mr. Straight married the daughter 
éf Mr. Davenport, Vicar of Broad 
Hinton, Wilts, whom he left a widow 
with fix children. After his death 
two vols. 8vo. of * Select Difcourfes” 
were publithed for their benefit, which, 
tho’ never defigned by him for the prefs, 
were extremely worthy of it. His cir- 
cumftances and health were particularly 
hurt by his turniag farmer, merely for 
the fake of his numerous family, and 
dying foon after, before he had time 
to retrieve the extraerdinary firft ex- 
pences, :

Addition and fubftra&tion make us 
wile. FRANCIS. 
N&4t to found principles to form 
the religions and moral charaéter 
of our pofterity, a found education 
becomes neceffary to enable them to 
do their ftation and human nature a 
credit. Without the former, the un- 
ballafted mind is foon drawn into the 
fafhionable vortex of immorality and 
infidelity ; and without tne fteady ray 
of the latter, the poor benighted mor- 
tal blunders on through life in ig- 
norance and error, The ferviie, 
unmeritorious virtues of a heart thus 
undifciplined, ase the effet of coniti- 
tution, intereft, and convenience ; and 
every day's fun difcovers lamentable 
inftances of tne folly and abfurdity 
which his ill-cultivated head betrays 
him into. 

The care of the former I confign to 
parents and divines; to expofe the 
Ul judged negle& of the latter being 
my deftined fubjeé&. 

To do every thing in the beft msn- 
ner we can, is a maxim never fo im- 
portantly obeyed as in the education of 
youth, but in ro inftance fo danger- 
oufly violated as in the prefent fuper- 
ficial mode. A claffical education, 
the fole bafis of found learning, is, in 
the prefent wife age, become obfolete 
and unfafhionable ; whilft a flimfy one, 
refempiing the gauzy drefs of the ladies, 
is fubftituted in its place. Thus the 
fimplicity of manners and found edu- 
cation of former times, are iupplanted 


Redit un- 
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by affe&tation and fineering. The claf- 
fical mode, like the 39 artichs, is not 
to be altered to the times, but abolifh- 
ed ; and macaroni learning is become 
as much the fom as macaroni drefs, 

Sound learning is to the mind what 
robuft health is to the body; and [ 
fhould fuppofe few parents would with 
to have either the one or the other 
ruined by quackery. A fickly com- 
plexion is as ill repaired by rouge, as 
ao illiterate mind (and illierate all 
originally are) by a fuperficial educa- 
tion, Certain it is that empiricifm is 
not more common in phyfic than in 
learning; andas we venture our health, 
fo we truft the education of our chil- 
dren, into the hands of thofe whom we 
fhould be unwilling to tru with any 
thing elfe, 

The languages and tafte of antient 
Greece and Rome have been the ad- 
mired models of fucceeding ages ; and 
to the language of the iatter, mott 
of the puny tongues of Europe (one 
effeét of their conquefls) ftand indebted 
for their original. No derived jan- 
guage, though a living one, is ever io 
juttly underftood as by learning the ra- 
dical language from whence it is deriv- 
ed. Thus by learning Latin, which 
boafts the beft grammatical fyftem, we 
at once not only learn a grammatical 
theory for all other languages, but half 
attain all the European languages ori- 
ginated from its 

Grammar is certainly more advan- 
tageoufly learnt in a radical and per- 
fet language, than in a derived and 
imperfeét one. And though we had 
a perfect Englifh grammar, which [ 
never hope to fee, yet fill, to under- 
ftand the language perfectly, as well 
as grammatically, we fhouid be ob- 
liged to go to its root; and ore radi+ 
cal word remembered, often explains 
a number of derivatives. But be fides 
grammatical and derivative knowledge, 
the bitter elements of literature, it is 
from the rich and ufeful fources of 
Greece and Rome that we derive their 
admired morality, their much-alluded- 
to mythology, ard, in fhort, all the 
elegance of tafte and refinement of 
fentiment, which ali the politeft nations 
in the world have ever fince been pro- 
fefledly copying, 

Look into tie commercial towns in 
England, and fee how fuperficially, in 
contempt of thefe, the commercial peo- 
ple there mottly educate their fons. 

The young tradefman or merchant 
is tick of all put under the care of a 
miftiefs 
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miftrefs till he can read Englifh de- 
cently. After this he is difpatched , to 
fome county fchool, calied perhaps by 
the alluring appellation of an academy, 
managed by a fet of chaifing empirics 
of very tuperficial but pompous learn- 
ing. There he is to be taught Eng- 
lith grammatically, writing, accompts, 
book keeping, and navigation, and 
varnifhed up flightly, like goods for 
foreign fale, for the compier, the 
compting-houfe, or ftore. 

For a few years at firft he is trea- 
furing upon his memory the valuable 
rules of an imperfeé& grammatical the- 
ory, imperfeétly caught. He fpells 
Jong bead-rolls of Jong words, wh.ch, 
when he comes to write his own 
thoughts, he finds himfelf very lite 
better for, He at length arrives at the 
amazing proficiency of diflinguithing 
the different parts of {peech, and with 
difficulty makes a nominative word 
and a verb agree. There he is got to 
his ne plus ultra. He coireéts a few 
praxes of bad Englith; which, when 
he exprefles his own thoughts, he nei- 
ther {peaks nor writes the better Eng- 
lith for, Next he is taught to under- 
ftand the language he is learning. A 
diGtionary is perpetually to be thumbed 
over, and the fignification of the dif- 
ficult words in his leffon remembered ; 
his next furnifhes him with more, and 
ever will do, and fo the Sifyphean * toil 
never ends. 

During this tedious, ufelefs procefs, 
be is practifing writing and accompts 
the better half of his time; dancing 
and drawing, or, amongit other 1l- 
judged atrempts, perhaps French comes 
in for a thare.—His father wifely thakes 
his head, and with equal wifdom 1e- 
marks, that all the‘e are fine things; 
and is im raptures at the arrival of 
every finifhed copy or compting- book, 
attended by a fulfome formal epiftie 
from the mafter. Fivery thing, a.as! 
appears fine to us which we do rot 
underftand, when we hear. it much 
commended, whether jultiy or not. 
Mamma, on feeing her fon dance, 
thanks her ftars that he is not a fool, 
—Ah, prrental prejudice! how eafily 
and how grolsiy art thou too often 
impofed upon! A fine hand-writing, 
in his home diregted, home-{pun let- 
ters, is a fufficient apology for tenfe,

as fanatics excufe the want of it fot 
cant, Copy-books and cotillons are 
vifible teftimonies of improvement 5 
whiift the more importint improve- 
ments of the mind, becaule they lie 
out of fight, are lefs r:garded. Hence 
it is that molt people thew more anxi- 
ety to improve the fingers and heeis 
than the head and heart, 

But we will fuppofe the young gen- 
tleman to ftay in town. He muit be 
put to the idle tafk of leasing the 
Englih grammar, (nothing eife goes 
down,) tor two or three years after he 
has lett his miftrefs; he then learns 
now and then a quarter to dance, and 
all the reft of his time is wile'y divided 
betwixt a writing-fchool and sdleneis ; 
betwixt fums in arithmetic and the in- 
nocent employment of robbing or 
chards, worrying cats, or crowning 
whelps and kittens. 

Thus fourteen or fixteen years of 
the poor youth’s beft time are {quan- 
dered away to very litile purpole; he 
fteps out into life w:thout the ground. 
work of a found education ; —neithee 
fpeaks, writes, nor thinks like a rest 
fcholar; can never acquit himielf cre- 
ditably in ingenious company; bur« 
leiques nonfenfe with a fine hand-writ- 
ing ; becomes either an infigoificant 
charaéter or much worfe, and I:ads a 
life either of unmeaningnefs or ablur- 
dity and folly. 

But let us fee, if, by conduding the 
young fpark’s education in a d.fferent 
manner, we could not have employed 
thofe years to more advantage by his 
running the gantlope of a claffical 
education, and attain all the infersor 
qualifications into the bargain, 

From his miftrets let him early be 
configned to a good claffic mafler, 
There he wil be farther perfeéted in 
reading Englifh, by having for a while 
an Englith leflun or two every day ; 
which will alfo make an agreeable va- 
r:etyin his Latin purfoit. Afterwards 
let him proceed with Latin alone. The 
exercife of memory required in the ru- 
dimen's of the Latin tongue is now 
fitted for his age; his reafon being not 
yet ripe enough for a complicated 
theory, Wriuhg will foon be wanted 
for his exerciles. Such a mechanical 
art my foon be attained by learning a 
month or fix weeks every year, and, 
by requiring his exercifes to be well 
wrote, preferved ; and this (from the 
ufually fhorter hours of attendance) 
without any interruption to his claffics. 
All the arithmetic and oiber accompts 

neces-

neceffary for any purpofe in life, may 
eafily be learut in the fame mauner, or 
during vacancies, When his dincing- 
mafter has finifhed his, pyrrhic * leéture, 
where 1s the harm in his returning to 
his claflic leffon ? Ufeful Latin and 
Greek in his head wil! not at all ime 
pede the apith motion of his heels. 

Do not Jet any one think all this in 
the day and his exercife at night too 
heavy a burden: “tis an old woman's 
dream to think fo. Young (as well as 
oid) minds are always the better for 
clofe employment; their relaxations 
are a higher gratification, and they are 
thereby trained up for the fevere and 
afliduous duties of a future bufy life ; 
for the complexion of a man’s life, 
and his good or bad fuccefs in it, often 
depend on the diligence or indolence of 
his youth. 

During this procefs let him begin 
with the fimp/eft compofition diaiogue, 
next proceed to writing epiftles, and 
afterwards tranflations, themes, &c, 
the minuteft regard being had to fpel- 
ling, pointing, (tile, and tatte. And 
aftes he has got a tolerable gramma- 
tical knowledge of Latin, the gram- 
matical conitruétion of Englith (the 
analogy being pointed out to him) 
will be better underitood by him ina 
few days, than by the Englith gram- 
marian in as many years, or even dur- 
ing his life. 

Prayers every day in the fchool, and 
a regular attendance an hour or two 
upon holidays, for reading and ex- 
plaining the fubje& of the day, and at 
church every Suadey, are promifing 
means of fixing his religious, and, by 
that, his moral character, An hour 
extraordinary every week may be em- 
ployed in teaching him geography, and 
as much altronomy as 1s neceflary for 
him. 

With what fuperior advantages does 
a youth, thus qualified, ftep out into a 
bufy bad worid | how fuperior a figure 
is he enabled to make! the parallel 
hardiy needs be drawn, Having been 
ufed to conilant employment, the bu- 
finefs of life is nothing move than a 
continuation of it, not an uncouth cafk. 
If he falls away, bis education is not to 
blame. Is he to go abroad? The living 
languages are eafily learnt and unde: 
flood. Is he to trania& bufineis at 
home? He writes, tpeaks, and does 
bufinefs in a fuperior manner to many

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who are three times his age. Is he 
even employed in a mechanical bufi- 
nefs? his cultivated underftanding af- 

fifts and does him credit in it. Is he 
to fpend a number of idie hours be- 

hind a compter? His time and money 
are much better fpent in bocks to ime 

prove rationality, than in ale, punch, 

and tobacco, to befot and ftupefy it. 

His refined underftanding renders him 

always welcome (and even fought-for) 

company 'o the ingenious, the fenfible, 

and good ; end iis inferiors revere him 

for his (uperior fenfe. Thefe circum- 

ftances cannot fail promoting his fuc- 

cefs; and whether he gains a fortune 

or inherits-one, it will receive credit 
from him, not he from it, 

How many thouiands at this day las. 
ment the want of what (had their pas 
rents educated them as they fhould 
have done) they might have attained, 
and thereby become ornamental to fo-~ 
ciety. 

This comparifon of the modes of 
education is the refult of obfervation 
and experience, which, had I loved 
mankind lets, or not wifhed their pof- 
terity fo well, I had not publified, 
And let every parent remember that a 
found education is a neceffary and inc- 
ftimable portion, and which almoft 
every one has in his power to give; and 
a fuperficial, imperfeét, and carelefs 
One, as pernicious to the minds of their 
polterity, as inianity entailed upon their 
bedies.

HE conciufion of the public bufi- 

nefs, and the advanced feafon of 
the year, make’ it proper for me to 
give you fome recefs; but I cannot 
put an end to this feffion without af- - 
furing you, that the freth inftances of 
your affe€tionate attachment to me, 
and of your fleady attention and 4d- 
herence to the true interefts of yéur 
country, which you have fhewn through 
the whole courfe of your impertant 
deliberations, afford me the highelt 
farisfaétion. 

No alteration has happened in the 
ftate of foreign affairs fince your meet- 
ing ; and it is with pleafure I inform 
you, that the affurances which I have 
received of the difpofisions of the fe- 
veral powers in Europe, promile a con- 
tinuance of the general tranqui:liiy. 

Gentlee 
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Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons. 

It is with real regret and concern 
that I find myfelf under the neceffity 
of afking of my faithful Commons any 
extraoidioary fupplies: I thank you 
for the readinefs and difpatch with 
which they have been granted ; and 
they are the more acceptable to me, 
as you have fhewn, in the manner of 
raifing them, an equal regard to the 
exigencies of the fervice, and the eafe 
of my people: and you may be af- 
fured, that the confidence you repofe 
in me fhall be ufed with proper fruga- 
lity, and applied only to the purpofes 
for which it was intended. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

We are engaged in a great national 
caufe, the profecution of which muft 
inevitably be attended with many dif- 
ficulties and much expence: but when 
we confider, that the effential rights 
and interefts of the whole empire are 
deeply concerned in the iffue of it, and 
can have no falety or fecurity but in 
that conftitutional fubordination for 
which we are contending, I am con- 
vinced that you wiil not think any 
price too high for the prefervation of 
fuch objects. 

I will fill entertain a hope, that 
my rebellious fubjeéts may be awaken- 
ed toa fenfe of their errors, and that, 
by a voluntary return to their duty, 
they will juftify me in bringing about 
the favourite with of my heart, the 
reftoration of harmony, and the re- 
eftablifhment of order and happinefs 
in every part of my dominions. But, 
if adue fubmiffion fhould not be ob- 
tained from fuch motives and fuch 
difvofitions on their part, I truft that 
I fhall be able, under the blefling of 
Providence, to effectuate it by a full 
exertion of the great force with which 
you have intrufted me.

TTEOSE entitled to the benefit of this 

act are, 

Perfons ariefted, and held to bail, 
ou or before the rf day of January 
lait, who thall furrender them fe!ves . 
to prifon on or before the 25th day of 
June next, ; 

Perfons arrefted for debt on or be- 
fore the 22d of Jan. Jaft, and have 
remained in cuftody of a keeper, crown 
debtors excepted. 

Fugitives for debt who were agtual- 
ly beyond fea on the 22d of January 
laft, and who ‘hall furcender within 
14 days next immediately after their 
landing in England to the keeper of 
the King’s- Bench, Marfhaliea, or 
Fieet prifons, or to the keeper of the 
prifon of any diftrié& in which they lat 
dwelt for the fpace of fix months he- 
fore thy abfconded. But no difcharge . 
can be granted to fugitives alter 
Auguft 1, 1778. 

Commiffion, or Warrant - Off- 
cers, in bis Majetty’s fea or land 
fervice, now upon full or half pay 
lift, who, for fear of arrefts, have 
taken fhekcer in privileged places, and 
are to be confidesed as fugitives, and 
intitled to the benefit of this adi, pro- 
vided they furrender on or before the 
26th of June nex, to the keeper of 
any of his Majefty’s prifans. 

Perfons againit whom commif- 
fions of bankruptcy have been iffued, 
on or before the 22d of January Jatt, 
and who are now in prifon for debt 
only (not contumacy), or who aie now 
fecreting themfelves in fear of their 
creditors ; or perfons who were in pii- 
fon for debt on the 22d day of Jan. 
Jaft, and againft whom commiffions of 
bankruptcy have been fince awarded ;

live at a diftance) before any Juftice 
of the Peace: anc, the plaintiffs not 
appearing, or not proving that fuch 
bankrupts lave concealed any pait of 
their eftate or effegts, or have not duly 
conformed themfelves to the laws now 
in force againft bankrupts, fuch Judge 
or Juftice thail difcharge them on their 
taking an oath that the caufe of adtica 
arofe previous to the iffuing of the 
comm fon againft them, and caufing 
a common appearance ta be entered

fuch fuit. . 

Bankrupts, againftt whom commif- 
fions have been iffued on or before the 
g2d of January laft, having fully con- 
formed to the bankrupt laws now In 
being, and not having been committed 
to piifon for any aét of contumacy, 
&c. may, if theit creditors perfift in 
refufing their certificates after the ex- 
piration of 12 months, apply to the 
Lord Chancellor, who, on the report 
of the Commiffioners, has a difcre- 
tionary power to order an adyertife- 
ment to be inferted in the London 
Gazette, for the allowance of the cer. 
tificates of fuch bankrupts, in the fame 
manner, and to the fame effeé, as if 
they had been figned by four fifths in 
number and value of their creditors, 

To prevent counterfeits, lifts of pri. 
foners for debt, who were confined on 
or before the 22d of January laft, are 
to be delivered upon oath to juftices 
at their firft or fecond quarter-feffions, 
Such lifts to remain in poffeffion of the 
Cle: ks of the Pe-ce. 

And that creditors may know who 
are to take the benefit of the aét, pri- 
foners confined within the limits of 
London are to publith three feveral 
notices of their intentions in the Ga- 
zette ; and thofe confined in the coun- 
try, three feveral notices in ome neigh 
bourmg newfpaper, 

Schedules of the prifoners eftate and 
effe&s are to be delivered to gaolers 
for the infpe&tion of creditors, and for 
any negleét or fraud prifoners to for- 
feit the benefit of the aét. 

Prifoners to apply by petition to 
Juftices of Peace within the diftrié& 
where they are confined ; fuch Juftices 
to grant warrants for gaolers to bring 
up their prifoners to quarter-feffions, 
where, on complying with the terms 
of the aét, they are to receive their 
difcharge. 

Schedules of effe&ts are then and 
there to be produced and fworn to, and 
left with the Clerks of the Peace, 

Infolvents difcharged under this aét, 
conviéted of perjury, thall be adjudged 
fclons. 

Perfons who have defrauded credi- 
tors by taking up goods by falfe pre- 
tences are excluded the benefit of this 
att. 

Great latitude is given in this act to

the Weather at London in the Year 
3774, collecied from the meteorological 
Journal of the Royal Society. By S. 
Hoifley, LL.D. Sec. R.S. 

Several tables are here given as an 
example of the method that may in 
future be taken by obfervers to form, 
at proper intervals of time, compen- 
dious abftraéts exhibiting the general 
refit of meteorological obfervations 
in each difting&t branch; and, with the 
general ftate of the barometer and 
thermometer, already given at the end 
of the meteorological journal, they 
form a hiflory of the weather at Lon- 
don during the year 1774. The I. is 
an abridged view of the winds ;—II. 
HI. 1V. and V. fubdivifions of the 
S.W. N.E. S.E. aod N. W.— 
VI. the number of fair and frofty 
days in each half month and in the 
whole year; — VII. for trial of the 
influence of the winds upon the ba- 
rometer ;—VIII. for trial of the moon's 
influence. ‘To this table fome curious 
obfervations on ancient and modern 
prognoftics, which our author equally 
explodes, are annexed; the former ile 
luftrated by paflages from Aratus, 
Varro, Virgil, and Theophraftus. And 
on the whole, “ the prognoftics which 
are found in the appearances of the 
moon, and the heavenly bodies in ge- 
neral, are (he fays) of no other kind, 
and for no other reafon, (though per- 
haps lefs fallible, ) than the fputtering 
of the oil in the induftrious maiden’s 
lamp, or the excrefcences which ga- 
ther round the wick *, They will be 
fymptoms deititute of all efficient pow- 
ers, fhewing oniy the prefent ftate of 
the air, as that on which they depend, 
not as that which they govern,”— 
Tab. IX. diflinguithes the changes of 
weather which fell on the days of true 
fyzigie, true quadrature, and true o&a- 
gonal afpect. ‘* No conclufion (it is 
added) muft be drawn from the ob- 
fcivations of a fingle year.”

An Account of fome 
thermometrical Obfervations made by 
Sir Robert Barker, F.R. S. at Alla- 
nabad, in the Ealt-Indies, in Lat.25° 
30’ N. during the Year 1767, and alje 
during a Voyage jrom Madras to Eng- 
Jand in the Year 1774. 

For thefe we muft refer to the ar- 
ticles, obferving only, that by the Jaft 
it appears that the leaft height of the 
thermometer in the, open airy in the 
fhide, was 42°, in Jan. at 7 A.M. 
and the greateft heat 114°, June 9, at 
noon, the fky cloudy. ‘The general 
ftate of the weather in Bengal, an- 
nexed to this article, is curious, but 
cannot be abridged. 

ArT. XX. (mifprinted XVI.) A 
fecond Effay on the Natural Hiftory of 
the Sea Anemony. By the Abbé Dicque- 
mare, at Havre de Grace. Tranflated 
Srom the French. 

Since writing his effay on this fub- 
ject, inferted in Vol. LXIII. this writer 
has difcovered a fourth {pecies of that 
animal, and has reafon to think he has 
fince obferved a fifth. The prefent 
memoir abounds with feveral curious 
phyfiological difcoveries in regaid to 
thefe wonderful fea-polypi, and their 
reproduéticn, As to their manner of 
propagaion, the Abbé contefles his 
ignorance, and therefore fufpedts that 
** they propagate (like the aphides) 
without any communication of indi- 
viduals.’

(be thinks) an ufeful fea-barometer.

ventions, Sir Robert fays, would in 
fome parts of India be fcarce fupport- 
able." He has often regaled there, 
he adds, with ices, when the thermo- 
meter has ftood at 112°. 

ArT. XXIII. Of the Houfe-Swal- 
low, Swift, and Sand-Martin. By 
the Rev. Gilbert White. 

This humane and intelligent writer, 
who feems, like M. Buffon, to be very 
converfant with the manners, and even 
the language of the animal-race, has 
here given a circumftantial and curious 
detail of the life and difcerning sopyn 
of the fwallow, with an ‘‘ anecdote or 
two not much in favour of her faga- 
city. A certain fwallow built for two 
years together on the handles of a pair 
of garden fheers, that were ftuck up 
againft the boards in an out-houfe : 
and, what is ftranger ftill, another bird 
of the fame fpecies built its neft on 
the wings and body of an owl that 
happened by accident to hang dead and 
dry from the rafter of abara. This, 
with the nrft on its wings, and with 
eggs in the neft, was brought as a cu- 


riofity worthy the moft elegant private 
mufeum in England +. The owner, 
ftruck with the oddity of the fight, 
furnifhed the bringer with a large thell, 
or conch, defiring him to fix it juft 


where the ow] hung. The perfon did 
as he was ordered ; and the following 
year a pair, probably the fame parr, 
built their nett in the conch, and faid 
their eggs. The owl and the conch 
make a ftrange grote(que appearance, 
and are not the jeatt curious fpecimens 
in that wonderful colleétion of art and 
nature.

In this cafe the following particulars 
are obfervable: 1. A tharp- pointed con- 
duétor did not invite, of draw down 
upon itfelf, a ftroke of lightning. 
2. Such a conduétor, elevated five feet 
above the top of one of the chimneys 
to a houfe 42 feet in front by 29 in 
breadth, may not perhaps be fufficient, 
by its filent attragtive force, to proteét 
the whole of fuch a building frets a 
ftroke. 3. A conduor on each chim- 
ney (which Mr. Haffenden, it feems, 
has now placed) would certainly have 
fecured it effetually. 4. An iron bar, 
three quarters of an inch fquare, feems 
fully fufficient for the purpofe. And, 
laftly, in this conduétor there were two 
defeéts, 1. The leaden pipe and the ison 
bar at the bottom were not in conta&, 
and, 2. The iron bar, or a thick plate 
of lead, fhould have been continued 
down into the moift earth or water ; 
and had not the earth flowed with wa- 
ter, at the time of the accident, the 
want of this precaution might have 
been attended with fome damage to 
the foundation.

26. The Plain Queftion upon the prefent 
Difpute with the American Colonies. 
Witkie, 2d. 

IN fupport of the meafures purfued 
by government, this writer unde:takes 
to thew that no power whatever has 
been aflumed over the Coionies fince 
the acceffion of George the Third, to 
which they were not fubjeét under the 
moft popular Princes from the moment 
of their emigration. For a proof of 
this, and to fhew that they were inter- 
naliy taxed in former reigns, he refers 
to the 25 Cha.

pital ; to the eftablifhment of the pott- 
office, avowedly for the purpoie of a 
revenue, 9 Anne; to the 1 Geo. I 
aypropriating thofe duties, &c. to par- 
ticular ules; to the 3 Geo. II. chap, 
28. laying a duty on rice; 5 ditto, 
ch, 29. laying a duty on American 
hops fent to Ireland ; 18 ditto, ch. 31. 
impofing a tax of 6d. a month on all 
American:feamen, for the benefit of 
Greenwich-hofpital ; 5 ditto, ch. 22. 
prohibiting by fine and confilcation the 
exportation of hats, even from one 
colony to another; 23 and 30 ditto, 
chapters 29 and 16. which forvid any 
jron-mills, plating- forges, or fteel-fur- 
naces, to be erected in the Colonies 5 
to the 24 ditto, ch. 33. reftraming their 
legiflatures from ifluing paper-money, 
or bilis of credit, upon any pretence 
whatloever s and to another att, dil- 
folving the indentures of ail fervants 
who. hit as foldiers in the pay of his 
Majetty. He affirms allo that they are 
bound in all cafes whatfoever, by a 
declaratory act pafled in the 7 and 8 of 
Will, & Mary, as much as by that of 
the prefent reign, and that in the firit 
emigrations, wheever charters were 
granted, or other goveimiments elta. 
blithed, the mother counrry took pro- 


per care of her own fupremacy, and: 


expre(siy :eftrained the Coionies from 
the right of enacting any laws repuge 
nant to the laws of England; and that 
P.nnfylvania in particular is in dived 
terms fubject to the taxation of an 
Engiith parliament. 

In conclufion he expreffes his afto- 
nithment that the patriots on our fide 
the Atlantic, who condemn the univer» 
fal fupremacy afferted by parliament 
over the Americans, fhould feel no 
compaffien whatever for millio:s of 
their fellow-fubjc&s who are univer. 
faily controulable by the fame autho- 
lity in other parts of the Britifh domi- 
Bions—Jerley, Guernf y, Sark, Alder. 
ney, Man, Minorca, Gibraltar, the 
whole of our Weft-Indsa iflands, the 
whole of our fettiements in the Eat, 
and finally the kingdom of Iceland, 
are all fubjeét, without a murmn, to 
the fupremacy of that very leg flarure 
which thefe gentlemen will not tufter to 
be fupreme in the diiaffeGled colonics,”

IN order * to undeceive the mifled’* 
this writer proteffes to thew, ‘* 1. that 
Povery, fo far from gaining an origi» 
nal eftablithmevt under the Canada 
att, was eftablifhed in an Englih colo« 
ny sbove a century before Canada bes | 
longed to the crown of Englands andy 
2. that the Catholic religion, fo far 
from being in the leaft difagreeable to 
the difaffected coionies, -is not only al- 
lowed under the hands of the very 
Congrefs to be perfedily confiflent with 
the freedom of the Proteflaut provinces, 
but to be a right which the Canadians 
poff+is from THE IMMEDIATE GIFT 
oF Gop” 

The firftt of thefe he endeavours to 
prove by fhewing that Maryland was 
difmembered fiom Virginia, at the ine 
flance of Cecilius, Lord Baltimore, its 
firtt proprietor, an avowed Roman Ca» 
tholic, and a charter obtained for it 
folely with a view of eflablifhing a (et- 
tlement, where he himielf, as well as 
others of hischurch, mightenjoy the free 
exercife of their religion 5 and that this’ 
Pop fh proprietor was himfelf invetted 
with more ample powers, both execus 
tive and legiflative (here (pecified), than 
any other provincial governor or legif= 
lature, and an exemption from taxa 
tion was exprefsly granted to the inha= 
bitants, a favour beflowed on no Pro- 
teftant colony. 

Our author then proceeds to account 
very naturally for this partiality in the 
Crown to Popery in the reigns of 
James TI. and his fon Charies, when 
“the minifiry attempted to make the 
colonies folely dependent on the perfun 
of the King, and thought to counter- 
balance the influence of the republicans 
by a colony heaitily di!poted to favour 
the pretenfions of the Crown,” 

Thus, it muft be owned, our author 
has proved his point, viz. that_‘* Po- 
pery was eltablifhed in one part of Bri- 
tth America in the year 16325" but 
this mode of defence is fo injudicious, 

that 
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that none but a very weak friend, or a 
difguifed enemy, could poflibly adopt 
it. Little obligation do our prefent 
Sovereign and his minilters owe to one 
who juftifies their meafures by the pre- 
cedents of James and Charles I. eipe- 
cially as the reafons by which he ac- 
counts for the eftablifhment of Popery 
in Maryland are the very reafons that 
the Americans and their friends have 
affigned for its late eftablifhment in 
Canada. Whether the Colonies have 
forgotten this precedent, or not, is very 
immateriai: the friends of govern- 
ment, no doubt, could have wifhed 
that it had not now been remembered, 
or thus applied. But to proceed: our 
religion, it is- true, has never been 
forced upon any people, nor could 
fuch a meafure be ever propofed by 
any true Proteftant, or by any of the 
warmett opponents of the Quebec bill ¢ 
but when it is here added, that ‘* there 
is not a fingle inftance of an attempt 
to force our /aws upon the people in 
any of our foreign acquifitions,” the 
writer feems to forget that the Englith 
eriminal Jaw is by this very bill efta- 
bhithed in Canada, and by another bill 
has fince been forced upon the natives 
of Indoftan, as one of them has lately 
experienced to his eof. As to the pa- 
saiiel drawn frem Jerfey, Guernfey, 
&c, that is little to the purpofe, unlefs 
it could be proved (which is impoffible) 
that the Popith religion is there (as 
now in Canada) fupreme, that the 
clergy and laity may there alfo hold 
offices and benefices without taking the 
Oath of Sapiemacy, and that the Po- 
pith clergy are there legally endowed 
with tythes. ‘This conftitates the dif- 
ference, and 2 very material one, be- 
tween a toleration and an eftablifh- 
ment; a diftinétion which the prefent 
and other writers on the fubjeét wil- 
fully (as it cannot be blindly) over- 
Jook. All therefore that follows of 
** the unreafonablenefs and cruelty of 
intolerance, or of refufing the Cana- 
dians as much tendernels as our Roman 
Eatholic fubjeéis iri Europe,”’ is mere 
declamation. If mo more had been 
granted, even faétion muft have been 
dumb ; but that more fhould be given 
than is allowed here, or was ftipulated 
or even afked or expeéted there, is un- 
accountable,—except on the principles 
by which this gentleman has accounted 
for a former eftablifhment of the like 
kind. Penn, indeed, as is here faid, 
altowed in his colony univerfal tolera- 
tion to Chriftians of evcry profeffion ; 
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but though he tolerated all, he eft 
blithed none—much lefs gave any pre- 
eminence to Popery. 

The remainder of this pamphlet is 
employed in proving the 2d pofition, 
and in fhewing the inconfiltency of the

THE defign of this publication is 
fufficiently apparent from the very pro- 
lix title page. Mr. Wefley’s Primi- 
tive Phyfic as now gone through be- 
tween twenty and thirty editions, yet 
this, we think, is the firft attack that 
has been made upon it by any of the 
faculty, though its author has endea- 
voured to give the world very unfa- 
vourable ideas of phyficians and apo- 
thecaries both as to their abilities and 
integrity. With a good intention and 
much credulity, Mr. Wefley, it mut 
be owned, has prefcribed many reme- 
dies that are trifting, and fome that are 
pernicious. Of the Jatrer clafs ig 
No. 6383. * To one poifoned. Give 
one or two drachms of diftilled verdi. 
gris, it vomits in an inflant.”’ Some 
juft animadverfions on this in the Ga. 
zetteer of December 25, -3775, ‘as 
being fufficient to poifon twenty or 
thirty people,” gave rife to thele re- 
matks; and in truth Mr. Wefley’s 
faying, in anfwer, that ** thisis a mere 
blunder of the printer (drachms for 
grains) in one or more of the editions," 
when it has a&iually been found in 
many more*, and it is fuppofed has 
pafled through all, and when drams

and 
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and grains are fo unlike, that no prin- 
ter. could eafily miftake them,--and his 
only advertifing the error in one or two 
papers, inftead of cancelling the leaf,-- 
are not confiftent with his wfual can- 
dour and humanity. From fuch a 
mifcellaneous production it is difficult 
to know what to fele& : we fhall con- 
tent -ourfeives, therefore, with one or 
two paragraphs which we think may 
be generally ufeful :—-** Mr- Wefley 
(fays this writer) has given fundry di- 
rections refpe&ing young children, and 
their difeafes; but I muf do him the 
juftice to obferve, that he has never 
once recommended Godfrey's Cordial. 
And, indeed, this is a very pernicious 
Spiate, however frequently it may be 
adminiftered by ignorant nurfes. They 
give it to children for their own eafe, 
without confidering or under(tanding 
its tendency. It has unqueftionably 
been productive of much mifchief ; it 
tends to ruin the conftitution of chil- 
dren, and the confequences of taking 
ithave been much more frequently fatal 
than: is generally apprehended. It is 
the earneft with of the writer, that this 
hint may be duly ‘attended to by pa- 
rents and thofe who have the care of 
young children, The fate of our 
naticnal population is at too low an 
ebb, for the lives of children to be fa- 
crificed tothe ignorance of old women, 
or to the indolence of nurfes.”’ 

This caution is doubtlefs highly pro- 
per; we with therefore to extend it as 
‘much as poflible, and may it fink deep 
into the hearts of all nurfes, all parents, 
who perufe this article! When‘they 
know that this fleep is the fleep of death, 
as being procured merely by intoxica- 
tion, no other arguments furely can 
be wanting to prevail with them to re- 
firain and abolifh the ale of this 
deftruétive dram. 

The other paffage we thall feleft 
may be ufeful to another branch of our 
readers, the drinkers of punch, ‘I 
have often obferved (fays this praéti- 
tioner) upon enquiring, when fent for 
to patients affected with complaints 
of the ftomach or bowels, that they 
had overnight, or the preceding day, 
drank punch; and, from the effects 
and the fmeil of the matters thrown 
up, had every reafon to think, that, 
inftead of lemon-juice, the acid ufed 
was the vitriolic fpirit; and indeed it 
is hardiy poffible for any one to know, 
an fuch a farrago as punch, what kind 
of ingredients it confilts of.” To pre- 
vent fuch bad confequences, he advifes 
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the punch-drinkers to become puach- 
makers, and alfo diffuades the makin 
it with preferved /emon-juice, ** as it 
is always running into new fermenta- 
tions, and though not fo bad as vitriol, 
yet it is by no means fo wholefome as 
the juice when fqueezed immediately 
from the fruit itfelf.” Jul and fear 
fonable as thefe and many other ob- 
fervationsare, much mere weight would 
they have had with the reader, and re- 
ficsted much more credit on the 
writer, if lefs lemon-juice had been 
fqueezed into them, if they had 
been free from a fournefs and rancout 
full as naufeating asthe vitriolic /pirit, 
with which a man of Mr, Weliley’s, 
acknowledged abiliiies, and (we mut 
add) integrity and zeal in the labour of 
of love, deferves not to be tréated, 
however fallible and miitaken he may 
be in his prefcriptions both for the foul 
and body, politic as well as natural. 
Such treatment may irritate and pro- 
voke, but can never convince or con- 
cilitate an opponent. Yet, ftrange as 
it feems, ‘* Mr, H. has no perfonal ani- 
mofity againft Mr. W. to whom he is 
totally unknown.” We are forry that 
he does not know himielf,

difgrace any man to beget.”*—Such is 
our editor’s fentence, and by it he 
himfelf may be judged and condemned, 
the belt of thefe bon-mots having been 
frequently retailed, and others not 
being worth faying or retailing at all. 
Two of them, as they are hiftorical 
fasts, of which one is mifreprefented, 
and the other told by halves, we fhall 
beg leave to mention and elucidate, 
The firtt is that of a certain counfellor, 
who, being ebliged to afk pardon of 
the Houfe of Commons on his knees, 
when he got up, brufhed them, and 
obferved to a friend who was near him, 
he was never in fo dirty a houfe ix 
bis life.

Newgate, The other is a true ftory of 
Dr. Swift, which we fhall firtt relate 
jn our compiler’s words: ‘ When 
Swift was a young man, and by no 
means known in the literary world, he 
happened to be ftanding in a carelefs 
manner with his back to the fire at 
Old Slauphter’s Coffee-houfe ; a gen- 
tleman jutt oppofite to him, who was 
fuperfciibing a leiter, feeing a iaw- 
boned awkward fellow rather engrofs 
the fire, calls out, $6 Pray, young man, 
have you got any fazd about you?” 
$* No, fiiend,”’ fays Swift, ‘* but I have 
got fome gravel, and if you'll give 
me your letter, Pil p—fs upon it.” 
The fat is, that Swift coming in very 
rulty and dirty, in a riding drefs, the 
wag, who was no other than the fa- 
mous Dr. Garth, not knowing him, 
had a fancy to fmoke him ; but being 
convinced from his reply, that he was 
a rouch diamond, and much above 
par, Garth enquired who he was, and 
from that time commenced an acquain- 
tance and fiiendfhip with him. 

The Fragments of Syrus feem thrown 
in as a make-weight; though, as to 
bulk, feveral of the pages have no 
more than four or five lines each, and, 
as to value, notwithitanding the eaco- 
miums of Jofeph Scaliger, the Englith 
reader, we think, would have been no 
lofer, if they had fill remained in the 
Greek diefs which he thought fit to 

" give them, or if they had perifhed with 
the reft of this author's works.

INCE the privilege of a free corref- 
S pondence with America has been re- 
trained, it is not eafy to feleé from the 
current accounts a few pages of credit 
enough to fix the attention of readers 
who with only to be truly informed. 

Faéts there are that too plainly befpeak 
the direful effects of the fatal conteft 
that has divided the Britifh empire a- 
gainft itfelf; but thefe faéts are fo dif- 
ferently related, that they leave a doubt 
in the reader to which fide he ought to 
afcribe the greateft cruelty. 

Mott people believe that thelate flourith- 
ing town of Norfolk, the faireft and beft- 
inhabited fea-port in the province of 
Virginia, is burnt to the ground ; but it 
is not yet certainly known on this fide the 
Atlantic who were the incendiaries. 

The firft intimation the public received 
of this cruel and wanton conflragation, 
was bya letter dated Oster, off the Ruins of 
Norfolk, an. 9. in which was this me- 
morable exultation: ‘‘ The detefted town 
of Norfolk is no more! Its deftruétion 
happened on New Year’s day! About four 
o'clock in the afternoon the fignal was 
given from the Liverpool, when a dread- 
{nl cannonading began from three hips, 
which lafted till it was too hot for the 
rebels to ftand on'‘their wharfs, Our 
boats now landed and {et fire to the town 
in feveral places. It burnt fiercely all 
night and the next day; nor are the 
flames yet extinguifhed ; but no more of 
Norfolk remains than about 12 houfes 
that have efcaped the flames.” 

Another letter dated Jan. 12. faid to be 
written by a gentleman to his correfpon- 
dent at London, confirms the above, and 


afier naming the Liverpool frigate, the’ 


Otter and King-fifher floops, with their 
tenders, as engaged in the cannonading, 
and fetting fire to the different wharfs, 
adds,** that the rebels have fince burnt the 
reft, end plundered the property of every 
fuppofed friend to government, wherever 
their effeéts could be found.” 

A third letter mentions the burning of 
a Liverpool fhip at the fame time, name- 
ly, the Molly, Capt. Collins commander. 

A fourth letter dated Ship Dunmore, 
Jan. 15, affigns the caufe of fetting fire 
tothe town; ‘that the firing from the 
rebels made it neceflary to deftroy that 
part of it next the water, and that as the 
wind was moderate and blew from the 
fhore, it was judged with certainty that the 
deftru@iion would end with that part of 
the town which the King’s thips meant 
only to deftroy; but that the rebels un- 
neceflarily compleated the deftruction of 
the reft by fetting fire to the houfes in 
the. back fireets, which were before fafe

from the flames ;” adding; “that this ill- 
judged fury of the rebels was not confin- 
ed to the town ; the country round was 
iliuminated with the houfes burat, among 
which was the diftillery, with large quan~ 
tities of rum, &c.” 

All thefe letters concur in the princi- 
pal faét; but here follows one from a 
merchant on the {pot to his correfpondent 
at Liverpool, dated fo late as #¢b, 20, 
which effentially differs from all the fore 
mer, and afcribes the firing of the town 
on the firft of January to the fhirtmen, 
* who continued plundering and deitroy- 
ing till the 6th of February, when at four 
o’clock in the morning the fignal was 
given, and every houle from Farmes’s 
Plantation, tan-works, windmills, 
churches, &c. were all fet on fire, and 
fo guick you could not tell which began 
firft. The writer adds, the people are in 
great diftrefs, but that he and his friends, 
thank God, have plenty of provifions and 
are in perfect health.” 

We thall only obferve on thefe letters, 
that, notwithftanding their apparent aus 
thenticity, there are fome who detcredit 
the fact, and contend, that tho’ parties 
from thethips might fet fire to the wharfs, 
the wind from the fhore with certainty 
blew out the flames. There are others, 
who, with equal reafon, conclude, from 
the filence ot the laft-mentioned letter- 
writer, aod from other circumftances 
that will be mentioned hereafter, that, 
though they deplore the fate of the town, 
the parties from the fhips had no hand 
in the burning of it. Indeed, one very 
ftriking argument in favour of this con- 
clufion is founded on the information in 
an intercepted letter written by a rebel fon 
in the Provincial army to his more re- 
bellious father in the prefent convention, 
in which is this pofitive expreffion: ‘I 
am convinced our inftruétions will be im- 
mediately to burn Norfolk, a place full of 
the vilef? Tories in the world.’ —We have 
been the more particular in our endeavour 
to elucidate this faét, as the London Ga- 
zette, the fountain of all true intelligence, 
has thought fit to pafs it over without no- 
tice, as a matter of little or no importance, 
tho’ the writer has been very precife in 
fixing the date when the King of Pruffig 


_ firft took an airing on horfeback, after 


his late illnefs. 

Indeed, the accounts relative to Quebec 
are very little more to be depended upon 
than thofe already related concerning Nor- 
folk. An officer lately arrived from 
New-York, in a letter to his friend at 
Manchefter, acquaints him, in addition 
tothe information given in the Gazette, 
that Davy Woofter, on hearing the news of 
the difafter at Quebec, marched off with 
his three companies from Montreal for St. 
John’s; that John Lamb, the ‘‘chief en- 
gincer, at Quebec, was thot in the eye, and 
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prifoner, and fo was Arnold, though 
the Gazette was filent about them; and 
that the widow Montgomery has been 
diftraéted ever fince the learnt the fate of 
her hufbend.” But this letter, (though 
evidently written by an officer,) like thofe 
already recited, is no more to be depended 
upon than if written by a private foldier, 
for it has fince appeared, upon rather bet- 
ter authority than that of one fingle tefti- 
mony, that Woofter has not retreated 
from Montreal, and that Arnold is not 
priforer in Quebec. 

But the accounts of the continuance of 
the blockade before Quebec, during the 
feverity of the winter, are, we think, ftill 
more to be fufpeéted. It is but barely 
probable that the hardieft and beft difci- 
plined troogs in the King’s fervice could 
have been kept together for fo many 
months, buried in fnow, as the befiegers 
muft have been, even if thofe veterans 
had been ever fo well fupplied with necef- 
faries. Is it credible, then, that a raw 
undifciplined rabble, ill-clothed and pro- 
vided, and with hardly thoes to their feet, 
as the Provincials are reprefented to be, 
can have been compelled by officers, to 
whom they fcarce own fabmiffion, to en- 
dure the hardthips of a winter’s blockade 
in a climate, where being expofed to the 
rigour of the cold is the certain lofs of 
that part of the body that, as the phrafeis, 
is bitten by the frott. The intelligent rea- 
der will therefore fufpend his belicf of 
all thefe heroic wonders that have fuc- 
ceeded the late attack of Quebec, and 
join with us in humbly hoping that no 
more blood may be fhed in this rebellious 
attempt, and that Britifh and American 
troops may ceafe to butcher one another 
for the diverfion of their natural ene- 
mies. 

The late advices received from Bofton 
leaves it no longer doubtful that the 
King’s troops are removed from that 
city. This retreat was forefeen and fore- 
told feveral months ago, and intimations 
thrown out in the papers that orders were 
fent from hence for that purpofe: the 
reafon affigned was, that the troops might 
be in readine/s, as foon as fuccour foould ar- 
rive, to effet a landing at fome place which 
may open a communication with the interior 
parts of the country; but this notice was 
at the time totally cifregarded, 

The following plain narrative of the 
army’s retreat, removal we would fay, 
is copied from the London Gazette 
verbatim. 

6 Whitehall, Mey 3. Gen. Howe, come 
mander in chief of his Majefty’s forces 
in North-America, having taken a refo-~ 
Jution, on the 7th of March, to remove 
from Bolton to Halifax, ‘with the troops 
under his command, and fuch of the in- 
habitants, with their effeéts, as were des 
frous to continue undcr the protefion of 
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his Majefty’s forces; the embarkatio# 
was effected on the 17th of that month, 

with the greateft order and regularity, 

and without the leaft interruption from 

the rebels. When the packet cameaway, 

the firft divifion of the tranfports was 

under fail, and the remainder were. pre- 

paring to follow in a few days; the ad- 

miral leaving behind as many of the thips 

of war as could be fpared from the con- 

voy, for the fecurity and protection of 
fuch veflels as might be bound to 

Bofton.” 

On the above concife recital it has 
been obferved, that no caufe is afligned 
for the General’s refolution to remove, 10 
neceflity is pleaded either for want of pro- 
vifions, or annoyance from the enemy. 
It is therefore matter of aftonifhment to- 
many, that the General fhould form a re« 
folution fo early in the feafon, to remove 
from a tolerable climate to 2 much worfe;° 
and the more fo as he was fuffered to quit 
the town unmolefted, and to embark the 
whole body af his troops with as much, 
compofure as if the Provincials had been 
aflembled with no other defign but to 
take leave of their friends. It has there- 
fore been conje€tured from this, and the 
frequency of meffages that pafled between 
the armies, that fome convention by 
way of truce, or ceflation of hoftilities, 
or other fecret compact, mult have been 
concluded between the Jeaders of the con-. 
tending armies; or it is fearce to be cre~ 
dited, that the Provincials could all of a 
fudden be rendered motionlefs, and not 
beftow one parting falute upon their de- 
parting guefts. Indeed, two noble Lords, 
high in adminiftration, have folemnly de- 
clared, in an auguft aflembly, that no a- 
greement whatever was fo much ‘as pro- 
pofed by either party: but fuch is the in-, 
credulity of the people of England, that, 
uniefs actions .correfpond with words, 
they place little or no faith in minifterial. 
intelligence. Bailey, the orthographer, ob- 
ferves, that on fhip-board, he that is 
caught fibbing on Monday morning is 
made to ferve under the fwabber the reft 
of the week; but this, we may fuppofe, 
is only among the under{trappers, The 
commiflioned gentry are exempted from 
this difgraée, and, by a late decifion, per~ 
fons ot a certain rank, for petty pecula- 
tions, may plead their privilege. 

An article of an equivocal import, and 
which will bear a double interpretation, 
and afford Jews and ftockjobbers an open 
field to fpeculate, was pubdlifhed in. the 
Pennfylvania Gazette, juft three days pre- 
vious to the refolution taken by General 
Howe to remove from Boflon, It here 
follows, properly authenticated :

.. As this refohition is faid to be in con- 
Sequence of permiffion granted for arms and 
ammunition ihported, &e. the quettion is, 

y whom this permiffion is granted; not 
by the Congrefs, it may be prefumed, for 
they have always encouraged the impor- 
tation of thofe articles; and it would be 
ihjurious in the higheft degree to fufpee 
the General oftany fuch permiffion. Who 
then could authorize this grant? As 
we are equally ftrangers to the li- 
‘cenfers on both fides, and would wil- 
lingly avoid giving offence to either par- 
ty, we refer the folution of this puz- 
tling problem to the fpeculatifts at Jona- 
than’s, who, it they gnefs right, may 
probably, at one lucky hit, entich them- 
elves and their families forever. We can- 
not help obferving, however, the hazard 
of relying on this dubious permiffion, for 
fhould it happen not to be properly rati- 
fied here at home, thofe who are eager 
to take advantage of it, will, probably, 
as thé adage is, CATCH A TARTAR; 
for by meeting a Britith a& of parliament 
fallin the fact, they will neither be 
permitted to get the gunpowder, nor to 
return back to tell the caufe of their dif- 
appointnient, 

It is reported, and, it is faid, on vn- 
queftionable asthority, that the Congrefs 
have fignified to every trading power in 
Europe, that their ports are open to re- 
ccive their commerce, and that no treaty 
with Great Britain fhall ever take place, 
to which the continoance of this com- 
merce for two years after its conclufion 
fhould not be a preliminary article. In 
confequence of this declaration, though 
the French Miniftry have not openly 
countenanced a dire& trade, yet they 
have taken no effeétual meafures for pre- 
venting the American fhips from loading 
in their ports. ‘Ihe Snow, Dickenfon, 
lately brought into Briftal by the fub- 
tlety of the mate, has contirmed the 
truth of this friendty. imtercourfe, which 
was only before fulpetted. This veffel 
had a regular confignment to Meffrs. 
Montandouin and Frere, merchants, at 
Nantz; and the orders from the owners 
to the Captain were, ‘* (befides the goods 
that might be hipped by the conlignees 
in return for the cargo) to receive on 
board any quantity of. arms and ammu- 
nition that fhould be offered for account 
ef the Congrefs by any perfon white 
foever.”” 

The cargo of the Dickenfon confifted 
of 2221 barrels of flour, 260 boxes of 
fpermaceti candles, 13 calks one bag hees- 
wax, and 5600 barrel-flaves, the whole, 
together with the fhip, valued at upwards 

Geir. Mac. May, 4776 
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of 7oool, A French Nobleman, who, 
with another of the fame nation, had 
been in treaty with the Continental Con- 
grefs, was to have failed in this hhip, 
but, being heavy laden, their hagoage 

yas put on board a lighter fhip, of which. 
there were fix who failed about the fame 
time for the fame port. 

This thip, of which Capt. Mefton ®as 
commander, brought likewife a lift of 
privateers fitted out by order of the Con- 
grefs in January laft,, with the com= 
manders. names and force, together wih 
lifts of the row-gallies in the river De- 
lawar, which, being very particular, evi- 
dently fhews a premeditated defign of run= 
ning away with the fhip before the fet* 
fail from the pott of Philadelphiz, Thefe 
lifts are as follow: 

Hopkins, Commander in Chief. 
The Alfred, Tatterfon, 32 guns, 300 mens 
The Columbus, Whipple, 32 do. 300 men, . 
TheAndrewDoria, Biddle, 16 do, 200 men, 
The Sebaftian, Hopkins, 14 do. 200 men. 
The Providence, Hazard, 12 do. 150 men. 

Thefe failed about the middle of Fe- 
bruary on an expedition, the deftination 
of which was kept a profound fecret, {[t 
has fince been difcovered, that one part 
of their commiffion was,to make them- 
felves mafters of the ifle of Providence, 
with a view to feize the arms and am~ 
munition in the fort there; in which, it 
is faid, they have feited, as the Governor 
had the precaution to remove the chief 
part to the caftle of Auguftine, on the 
coaft of Florida, where there is a confi- 
derable garrifon. What .other project 
they had in commiffion is not yet pene- 
trated. 

To the above lift is added a lift of the 
row-gallies in the river Delawar, viz. 

The Wafhington, (104 feet in keel,) 
Doughty, Commander in Chief. — The 
Dickenion, Rice.—The Chatham, Alex- 
ander——The Camden, Ears, —The Burke, 
Blear. — The Effingham, Moar. -— The 
Boll-dog, Henderfon. — The Franklin, 
Boyce. — The Conygrefs, Hambilton. — 
The kxperiment, Thompfon.—The Ran- 
ger, M‘Gomary.—The Hancock, and A- 
dams, Moore.—The Warren (no, Mafter 
when Capt. Mefton failed ),.——Over and 
above thefe the Congrefs had ordered 13 
frigates to ‘be built with all expedition, 
of 36 guns each, at Maryland, Phila- 
delphia, and Rhode-[fand, four of which 
were on the ftocks at Philadelphia when 
Capt. Mefton failed. Likewife one float- 
ing bactety of 105 feet in keel, which 
is to mount 38 eighteen-pouniers, row 
with 50 oars, and carry 300 men. Alfo 
30 fire-rafts. They have funk 50 chevaux 
de frizes in the river, to prevent the Engs 
lith thips from getting up. 

Such are the preparations of this de- 
luded people, as they are compaflionately 
called by the King’s friends, to defend 
themfelves againit what they think wie 
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invafions of power. It, indeed, appears 
like ftemming the oceay with a cobweb ! 
But what is too mighty for Providence to 
effeét! The ruin that is brought upon them 
by the captvres of their fhips on one fide, 
and their gain by the feeble attempts of 
their privateers on the other, bear at this 
time a very unequal proportion ; and that 
difproportion will, no doubt, for géome 
time increafe, as nene have hitherto been 
feized by the Americans but tranfports 
or ftore- fhips: but as foon as they 
are given to underftand that all their 
trading-thips are to be feized, they will 
not then be fo tardy in making reprifals. 
Hence a kind of pyratical war will com- 
mence, and merchants will be encou- 
raged to rob merchants, for the promo- 
tion of trade and the benefit of the gen- 
tlemen-belonging to the courts oof civil 
law. But who, amidft this general de- 
folation, are to pay the poor manufac- 
turers! Surely, thete confequerces, which 
dre obvious to every capacity, could not 
éfcape the wifdom of ovr Legiflature. 
Whar then fhall we fay! May we not be 
permitted to call to mind upon this oc- 
éafion, the words of the Abbé Rernois 
upon a fimilar one,—** THAT, WHEN 
Gop, IN HIS PROVIDENCE, HAS 
DETERMINED THAT CERTAIN 
GRAND REVOLUTIONS SHAUL 
TAKE PLACE IN THE KINGDOMS 
OF THE WORLD, HE FIRST OF 
ALL DEPRIVES THE RULERS OF 
THE PEOPLE OF THEIR WISDOM, 
AND, BY ABANDONING THEM TO 
THEIR OWN BLIND PURSUITS, 
$O BRINGS IT TO PASS, THAT 
THEY THEMSELVES SHALL BE 
THE INSTRUMENTS OE THEIR 
OWN AND THEIR COUNTRIES 
RUIN.”

In confequence of the letter from Lord 
Dunmore to the Hon. Mr.Corbia, already 
mentioned, that gentleman waited on the 
Governor, on board his fhip, to requeft 
his Excellency to call an Aflembly, which 
he declined, And on reading that part 
of the anfwer to his letter which »fays 
** that we [the Provincial Convention] 
were not authorized or inclined to inter- 
meddle in the mode of negociation, 
which mult be left to the Congrefs,” the 
Governor faid there was nothing America 
could afk in a conftitutional way but 
would he granted; but if they relied on 
the Gongrefs, they had nothing to expeé 
from Parliament.

The command of the Provincial army 
at New-York has been conferred on Gen.

Dr. Franklin has refigned his feat in 
the Affembly of Pennfylvania (Mr, Ri- 
thenhuife is chofen in his ftead), being 
appointed by the Congrefs to go on bu- 
finefs of impottance to Canada. 

A letter from Rhode-Ifland concludes 
in this manner: ‘* We are almoft ruined, 
trade at an end, provifions dear, people 
over head and ears in debt, and ready to 
tear each other in pieces; and, in fact, 
there is great uneafinefs among the people 
in general in America.
